HISTORICAL SKETCH 


“Ralph Waldo Emerson, a gentle and provincial New Englander, was 
never more ruggedly and broadly American than when he coined the phrase 


> 39 


“‘Whoso would be a man must be a non-conformist’. 


David Rose, chosen select-man and tithing-man at the first meeting 
of the Town of Granville, was such a man. Thirteen years later, in 1767, 
his non-conformity caused his being dropped from the rolls of the First 
Church of Christ because he “had tourned Baptist.” Significant of the 
times is the fact that said church was itself the product of non-conformity 
when it had stated on June 14th 1754 that the ‘Power of Government is 
in the hands of Church as such and not in the Minister” at which time 
David Rose was a constructive member. 


David Rose was a member of a large group of settlers from Durham, 
Connecticut, who had secured 100 A each of Bedford free-land in 1738- 
1741. In fact he was the forerunner of that group. By 1741 he had pur- 
chased 1500 additional A. The migration from Durham repeated Hooker’s 
migration from Cambridge to the Connecticut of a century before. In fact 
it was a continuation of the same struggle against conformity, wherein 
democracy, rule by the people, was being born. The struggle in Rose’s 
day, throughout New England was for separation of town from church. 


David Rose kept abreast of the times and tolerant of the movements. 
Lemuel Haines might read Whitfield’s sermon or his own. Rose recognized 
the values in each. When Lemuel returned from driving his master’s mis- 
tress to church, Mr. Rose would listen to the retelling of the sermon. Altho 
he gave assent to the Baptist tenet that belief was embodied in the Bible 
as interpreted by the Church members rather than by the Minister, he re- 
ceived and gave hearing to other faiths, as displayed in opening his home 
to Methodism. 


David Rose held to his non-conformity until 1790 when he gave ex- 
pression to Baptist policy in forming the first Baptist Church with 24 com- 
panions. 


At about the same date, the adoption of the first ten Amendments, 
or the Bill of Rights, gave nationwide recognition to the Rhode Island form 
of government wherein was obtained the “full liberty in civic and religious 
concernments.”’ The American Revolution had gained for the non-conform- 
ing spirit of that day recognition that the “land and its resources belonged 
to the natives thereof.”’ 


Thus David Rose, who for fifty years had persistently but quietly lived 
the life of a non-conformist which for 150 years was the spirit of New Eng- 
land, saw, unlike Moses, the fruition of his “inner light” in a democracy 
of land, of government, of religion. David Rose was the epitome of the 
non-conformity as it developed in colonial America, a democratic citizen 
of whom Granville may well be proud. 
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SELECTMEN'S REPORT

Probably the most outstanding event of the year, to us in Gran~ 
ville, was November 29th when Mr. Austin Phelon celebrated his 
100th birthday. Mr. Phelon was born and has lived his entire life 
in the same house.

We have two Board of Health situations that concern everyone. 
No. 1. Under the State Sanitary Code Article XI it is now necessary 
to obtain a permit for all New Sewage installations and for all Re- 
placement installations. Permits must be obtained from your Board 
of Health. (Board of Selectmen) 


It was very recenily brought to our attention that various types 
of garbage is being dumped in the Town Dump. This is a very serious 
Situation. Not only does it make a haven for rats but the Town 
Dump is subject to State Inspection at any time. If garbage of any 
type is evident it could. be closed immediately. We appeal to every- 
one to please cooperate and eliminate a very bad situation. 


Mr. David Gallano, who has been our capable Veterans Agent 
for several years resigned in order to obtain a better position. 


There were 16 applicants for the position. Some were screened 
because of the salary of the job. The rest were interviewed and after 
a hard decision to make Mr. Eugene H. Lund was given the job. Mr. 
Lund is a disabled veteran. We are sure you will find him to be an 
understanding and conscientious Veterans Agent. 


Progress is being made with our Winter Roads. Two main fac- 
tors are involved. We have better equipment. The new sander is a 
very good one. Without good equipment it is impossible to give the 
public good service. Our Superintendent has a little more experience 
to his credit therefore his timing is naturally improving. We have 
& very good Highway Crew, and owing to the fact that these men 
are called in case of storm whether it be Sunday, a holiday, or in 
the middle of the night we hope people will realize and appreciate the 
effort that is being made to have our roads well taken care of within 
financial reason. 


At this time we wish to express our thanks to Buttsy Boughton 
for his many years of service to the town as a Special Police Officer, 
Deputy Sheriff and as a Constable. 


For many years Mr. Dowling has been very closely associated 
with the Granville Public Library. We certainly want to show our 
appreciation for his efforts and contributions which have helped to 
make the Library a service to our community. 


There must also be sadness in every calendar year. We again

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


December 31, 1966 
Chairman 
Board of Public Welfare 
Granville, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending December 
31, 1966. With the innumerable changes taking place in laws and 
policies concerning both the benefits from ‘the administration of pub- 
lic welfare — it is impossible to summarize each and every factor— 
but to state just a few of the influential features as follows: 


Once again under Section 30K of Chapter Seven of the General 
Laws, the per diem rate for hospitalization and care in Public Medical 
Institutions were increased by the Bureau of Hospital Costs and 
Finances. 


An all out canvass and enrollment was made of all townspeople, 
Sixty-five years of age or over, who were eligible for MEDICARE, 
this became known as Part A. 


In addition, Part B —- Supplementary Medical Insurance (SMI) 
under the Medicare Program, Title XVIII of Social Security, became 
a “buy-in” for all recipients not already receiving OA'SI, RR benefits, 
or an OAA grant. Therefore, by payment of three dollars monthly, 
many recipients were now able to participate in the medical part of 
MEDICARE. 


Effective April 1, 1966, a cost of living increase of the basic 
budget was ‘jumped’ from 36% to 39.49% and given to all town re- 
cipients eligible for this increase. 


Benefits to both Hospital Insurance (Part A) and Supplemental 
Medical Insurance (Part B — except Nursing Home Admittance) as 
established under Title XVIII of the 1965 amendments to the Social 
Security Act became effective July 1, 1966. At this time, any unin- 
sured parts of MEDICARE, was to be cared for by MAA (Kerr- 
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Mills), so that no town residents lost any benefits due to the accept- 
ance of MEDICARE. 


The entire Public Assistance Manual was revised by the State 
Depariment, up to and including the MEDICARE plan, and with this 
revision came the following increases: 

(1) Physician’s service fees were increased. 

(2) Revised allowances as to surgical services and hospital pro- 
cedures, which involved costs not previously necessary to 
towns using hospitals and surgical services in the area, 
were increased. 


On September 1, 1966, MAA (Kerr-Mills) was officially replaced 
by Title XIX of the Social Security Act and became known a MEDI- 
CARE, with its junior component known as MEDICAID, which pro- 
vides medical assistance to all eligible persons under the age of 
sixty-five. With the inauguration of these new programs, Old Age 
Assistance, Disability Assistance, and Aid to Families With Depend- 
ent Children provided only for the maintenance of the recipients; and 
MEDICAL ASSISTANCE provided for their medical needs. This 
program, while stating that recipients should basically meet the re- 
quirements under CAA, DA, and AFDC, still stated that persons 
could be eligible for MA— if categorically related to — and met the 
basic requirements of — the particular category. Basic eligibility re- 
quirements required that available income would be first applied to 
maintenance; and the excess income would be applied to medical 
needs; with the unmatchable difference between earned income and 
medical expense being covered by the current MA (town) program. 


Under MA, residence which is an important factor in determin- 
ing an ‘in and out of the state need’ is a flexible eligibilty require- 
ment and is determined by the intent of the individual at the time 
of application. 


Also under MA ‘present need’ is determined at the precise time 
of application and is not subjected to past history or future plans of 
the individual applying. 


Children of AFDC families were granted a net income provision 
which provided for disregarding a specific amount of gross income in 
an attempt to establish net income which might be applicable to the 
family budget, thereby permitting the children of these families an 
incentive for employment. 


All individuals were processed for Social Security Account Num- 
bers under Chapter 49K Acts of 1966, Social Security, if they were 
either ‘on the rolls’ or appeared eligible from previous contacts. 


The 1966 Amendment of the Social Security Act makes OASI 
benefits available after 10/1/66 to certain uninsured individuals age 
72 or over — and are referred to as “Special-Age-72-Benefits’”. This 
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means individuals, previously ineligible, due to lack of ‘quarters of 
coverage’ may now qualify; providing they are not eligible for an 
OASI benefit or receiving a public assistance money payment. 


Caseload and supervisory standards must be met by July 1, 1967 
in order to claim Federal participation and services must be expanded 
by this same date. Currently, this district operates with an insuffi- 
cient social work staff to meet the standards required by Federal 
and State Government. These standards must be elevated to include 
sufficient social work staff in order for OUR TOWN to be eligible 
for Federal and State returns after 7/1/67. 


Many other changes in Social Security and Public Assistance 
Laws have been enacted in 1966. It is advisable that all town resi- 
dents keep an individual ‘up-to-date’ check on all changes through 
either their local Public Welfare or Social Security Office. 


In addition to the financial report, found elsewhere in this report, 
the following resumé of the statistics of all categories is presented 
for your consideration: 


GENERAL RELIEF: 
Chapter 117: 

No cases carried forward January 1, 1966; three applications 
received; two applications denied, one withdrawn; three applications

Transferred received as of 9/1/66, ten cases; new applications 
accepted, five; deceased, two; closed, four; pending, one; currently 
aiding twelve as of December 31, 1966. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN, Chapter 118: 
One case was carried forward January 1, 1966; no new applica- 
tions were received; therefore, one case remained opened as of De- 
cember 31, 1966. 
SUMMARY: 
Old Age Assistance still has five cases; Aid to Families with De- 
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pendent Children has one case; Medical Assistance has twelve cases 
open with one case pending; thus the total represents twenty adults 
and two children currently receiving assistance as of Dec 31, 1966. 


Once again thanks must be extended to the elected officials and 
to the many individuals within the TOWN who endeavor to help 
those less fortunate than themselves, and recognition must also be 
given to the many agencies who have worked so faithfully with me 
on behalf of all of our town citizens. 


To say that welfare costs will be reduced will be a mis-state- 
ment, but it is my hope that the services — medical, educational, 
financial, and social — will be increased so that any resident of the 
Town of Granville who is in need may avail himself of any or all 
of these services.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETING 
The School Committee meets at 7:30 p.m. the first Monday of each 
month and at other times as needed. 
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Alexis de Tocqueville, a French political scientist, visited the United 
States in 1831. He was forcibly struck by the decentralized power in Amer- 
ica. He marveled at the American sense of personal responsibility, interest, 
and pride in the affairs of the nation. He attributed this to popular par- 
ticipation in decentralized government. _ 


American faith in local control has been more notable in education 
than any other phase of government. Today, 135 years after de Tocque- 
ville’s observations, the power of decision over education is shifting rapidly 
from the local to the state and from the state to the federal level. 


The new federal aid programs are categorical rather than general aid. 
It has brought with it specifications and guidelines that are indirect, yet 
are powerful controls. 


Funds under commonly called 89-10 are for improved education and 
for the economically deprived. These funds are basically for projects over 
and above that which are already provided. The red tape and limitations 
are strictly state and federally controlled. The cost of applying is a hidden 
cost in time, labor and expenses. Far more beneficial would be general aid 
funds to help the communities provide better educational facilities and 
materials and at the same time give some relief to the property owners. 
Under 89-10, Title I, is for economically deprived based on a government 
formula. Title II is for school libraries based on per pupils and past ex- 
penditures. Title III is for regional projects. Title IV pertains to colleges 
and research, and Title V is for state departments of education. 


With the increasing technological changes in the world, our country 
and state, it becomes ever more necessary to stress the importance of the 
basic fundamentals of education. Likewise, the elementary schools must 
provide instruction beyond these fundamentals if Granville young people 
are to compete equally with others in secondary schools and beyond. Rec- 
ognizing this it has been, and shall continue to be, the policy of this com- 
mittee to provide as broad an educational program as possible within the 
bounds of the physical facilities provided. Increasing enrollment and the 
desire to provide additional services and programs to the young people of 
Granville has initiated the request by this committee for the establishment 
of a Buliding Survey Committee. 


This year, the 1966-67 school year, we are operating with grades two 
through eight at the Village School and kindergarten, first grade and the 
special class at West Granville. The kindergarten has been absorbed into 
our public school system and is operating quite satisfactorily. With grade 
two occupying two classrooms, because of the large number of pupils, we 
are using all available facilities. 


The committee has cooperated with the Child Study Home program 
and has provided facilities for their teacher though under cramped condi- 
tions in the corridor. This program makes available to Granville pupils 
who require it, the assistance of this special education teacher as well as a 
psychiatric social worker and a psychologist. 


We have obtained the services of a part-time remedial reading teacher 


a 


and plan to renovate the current storage room for use by this teacher. 
‘Reading skill is the basic fundamental upon which all else builds and 
without adequate command of reading all subjects will suffer. Obtaining 
a remedial reading teacher fulfills a goal which has long been a desire of 
this committee and we believe it will provide a very worthwhile service 
for our pupils. 


The traffic conditions before and after school with walking pupils 
and bicycles sharing the highway with automobiles has been a matter of 
consideration and discussion within the committee, with parent represen- 
tatives and with the Selectmen. This fall we have permitted the use of 
the custodian as a special traffic officer after the Selectmen were unable 
to obtain other coverage. This, however, only alleviates the danger direct- 
ly in front of the school and therefore we have requested the installation 
of a sidewalk. 


The roof at West Granville was replaced, one classroom floor re-tiled 
and further grading and seeding accomplished. An outside basketball court 
has been installed at the Village School and other maintenance work has 
been done in both buildings, keeping them in excellent repair. 


We have taken advantage of the various Federal government assis- 
tance programs wherever applicable. These have resulted in additional 
library books and a program of field trips throughout the year. 

The committee has recently adopted a new salary schedule for teach- 
ers which is in line with the surrounding communities. This is a necessity 
in order to obtain and keep a competent teaching staff. 

Tuition has been raised for all Junior High, High School and Voca- 
tional pupils. As a result our budget continually creeps higher and prob- 
ably shall continue to do so with the possibility of a further mandatory 
increase in teachers minimum salaries. 

We express our appreciation to all residents of Granville and to the 
staff for their interest and cooperation throughout the year.

ESTIMATED INCOME 


A change in the formula for reimbursing cities and towns and a 
change in the source of income (sales 'tax) has caused confusion this year 
in being able to estimate the income account. 


The entitlement, as figured in the school estimates, is $20,983.50. 
However, the actual reimbursement will be much less, based on unofficial 
reports. It could be from 25% to 45% less. 


Revisions in the law are before the legislature to correct loop-holes 
causing this problem.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit my fifteenth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the Berkshire-Hampden Southwest School Union, it being the 
sixty-fourth of such reports. 


NDEA (National Defense Educational Act) funds are on a 50-50 
basis with schools paying an equal share with the government. 


Centralization in educational policy by the 89th Congress has been 
most profound. It has produced categorical aid born of political consid- 
eration rather than related to the local needs and local control. 


Funds for construction and operation of schools are badly needed. 
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These should be made available in such a way that the local communities 
might use funds to relieve an already over-burdened local tax structure.

PROGRAM AND ORGANIZATION 


-Your attention is called to the Principal’s report which follows. His 
report encompasses curriculum changes, co-curricula activities, textbook 
adoptions, program revisions, and special services. 


Upgrading the educational offerings and improving instruction has 
been uppermost in the minds of the staff and through the Principal’s 
leadership progress is being made. 


Last year’s report called your attention to the inadequacies of our 
buildings to meet the educational program. Lack of space and facilities 
is a serious handicap which is becoming critical. 


Classrooms are at maximum capacity, gym facilities are inadequate, 
the kitchen and cafeteria are crowded, storage space is lacking with cor- 
ridors already being used, there isn’t any school library area, and upper 
grade special subject areas are non-existent. These areas are essential 
to a well-balanced educational program. Lack of these, places our students 
at a disadvantage when they enter area schools. 


The present facilities are meeting minimum needs when we should 
be aiming for maximum standards. Last year the problem became quite 
noticeable. This year it has become serious and will become more serious 
and critical with each passing year. 


The site upon which the Village School is located does not meet 
today’s minimum area standards. Adding to the Village School therefore 
becomes questionable from a practical point of view. 


The School Committee has submitted an article for the Annual Town 
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Meeting Warrant requesting a building survey committee. 


SAFETY 

The subject of safety and health are constantly in the foreground. 
Crowded buildings tend toward accidents and a high incident of student 
sickness. Proper building space will aid toward the alleviation of this 
problem. 


Currently, an area of utmost concern to the school are the hazardous 
conditions along Main Street from the Library to Sodom Street. Safety 
instruction in the school through films, speakers, and other sources is 
a source of safety education. This year the School Committee granted 
the Selectmen permission to use the school custodian as a school crossing 
guard. This helped but is not enough. Speeding, a passing zone in front 
of the school, and blind areas are hazardous conditions. 


The School Committee has recommended to the Selectmen that an 
article be inserted in the warrant to construct a sidewalk on this section 
of Main Street. 


INVENTORY 

Based on present day construction costs it is estimated that to replace 
the buildings to house our present enrollment would cost in the area of 
$600,000. 


The equipment, books and supplies are estimated at about $35,000. 


TRANSPORTATION 

A two-way radio, in cooperation with the local Civil Defense, was 
installed a year ago on the bus traveling the West Granville route. This 
year the other two buses are having two-way units installed with a sub- 
station at the school office. 


As the enrollment increases, so does the need for expanded bus facili- 
ties. Our present buses are 52-passenger units. This year the oldest bus 
will be traded for a 64-passenger unit. If this is done each of the next 
two years the load capacity will increase from 156 to 192. 


Successful operation of the buses depends on qualified drivers, good 
equipment, proper maintenance, and good conduct of the students. The 
following is a list of rules and regulations given to the students. 


“Transportation to and from school is furnished by the School Com- 
mittee as required by State regulations. However, this convenience carries 
with wt certain responsibilities by the student riders. Even though trans- 
portation is furnished the privilege of riding may be revoked for reasons 
detrimental to the safety and welfare of all other riders. 


The privilege to ride depends upon you. It is expected you will abide 
by the following regulations. 


1. Promptness: You will be at the bus stop at the time designated. 
2. Eating: Eating, drinking, and gum chewing is prohibited. 
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3. Smoking: Smoking by both state law and local regulations is 
not allowed on the bus. 


4. Actions: You should be reasonably quiet, no fighting, and con- 
duct yourself as ladies and gentlemen. 


5. Authority: The bus driver is in charge of the bus. He is respon- 
sible for the safety, welfare, and conduct on the bus. You are to abide 
by his requests. The driver has been instructed to report infractions of 
rules to the School Principal. 


The privilege of riding is rightfully yours but failure to accept the 
responsibility of good conduct and abiding by the regulations may mean 
the loss of the right and privilege to ride. The choice is yours.” 


NO SCHOOL 

It is the policy of the School Committee to order the no-school signal 
only in most severe weather conditions or when transportation is inter- 
rupted.. At other times parents are expected to use their own good judg- 
ment in sending children to school. 


The signal for no-school is broadcast over stations WTIC and WHYN. 


WORK PERMITS

guardian when applying for the certificate. Those sixteen (16) through 
eighteen (18) must appear in person. A_ birth certificate must be pre- 
sented at the time of application. These may be obtained from Mrs. Nancy 
Wackerbarth of Granville or from the Superintendent of Schools in South- 
wick. ; 
ENROLLMENT 

The School Committee report, the principal’s report, and throughout 
this report, the increased enrollment and building needs has been indi- 
cated. Previous to Town Meeting, it is the intent of the School Com- 
mittee to issue a special report to the residents of Granville stating needs 
and recommending a building survey committee.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
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This is my second report as principal of Granville Public Schools. 
Having moved into our own house, my family is now part and parcel 
of the community with all the ramifications that go with this responsibility. 


Last year’s report was a very general report on what my feelings about 
education include. I would like people to review that report before read- 
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ing further. It is my intent here to outline those steps which have been 
taken to implement these ideas. 

“Schools are an integral part of the society.” We have tried to im- 
plement this by making school as much an extension of the community 
as possible. Some of these steps were field trips, plays at the town hall, 
sixth grade camping at Granville State Forest, eighth grade trips to the 
Cape and to New York, the development of the playground for more 
diversified recreation, safety assemblies, and the use of the school an extra 
hour and one half in the morning on a more-or-less free basis. 


The next five paragraphs of last year’s report had a bearing on the 
curriculum. The steps taken in this area include a ten week course of 
modern math for teachers; a revision of history and geography to a unified 
social studies program in which tthe history and geography of one area are 
studied simultaneously, rather than the history of one area and the geog- 
raphy of another. This is an attempt to allow growth in the spiral of 
Jearning suggested. The social studies spiral, for instance, starts with the 
school, the community, to regions, early America, American neighbors, 
world neighbors, and then back to U. S. History to tie everything together. 


The major factors in the “climate” at school are centered in four 
areas. The faculty has spent much time on the discussion of the best 
climate for learning. The action of the Study Home in Springfield to 
carry out an experiment in Granville with foster homes concentrated in 
one town has offered us many interesting discussions. With the Study 
Home we have had assistance from a case worker, a special education 
teacher, and a psychologist available for discussion. This broadens our 
horizons. The third area is the work done here by Miss Spelman, a re- 
tired remedial reading teacher from Longmeadow, who runs her private 
reading clinic in Westfield. Miss Spelman first came to do some testing 
to pinpoint reading difficulties for us and has stayed and will be here 
two days a week during the rest of the year for remedial work with stu- 
dents. A fourth area of “climate” is the General Activities Program for 
Students. The program allows seventh and eighth grade pupils to come 
in on the high school bus at 7:15 A.M. Afiter arrival the student may 
study, use the gym or other facilities,,work on school projects, or just have 
a game of checkers. Self-discipline and self-motivation is the aim of this 
program. The program, thus far, has been highly profitable, in that the 
pupils have enjoyed their morning accomplishments. 


The school is more than willing to help make Granville a healthy 
community in body and spirit. We have encouraged health standards for 
teeth and eyes; we have conducted a physical fitness program. Too, we 
are more than willing to work on things of the spirit. In this we need 
strong ties with the home. We need to know when you have a problem 
relating to school and youth. We welcome parent conferences with teachers, 
principal, or any other people we may get to help us with a problem. We 
need to know your concerns and wishes. You are welcome to call school 
at any time 7-2081 or Mr. Rockwell at 7-2172 to arrange an appointment. 
Visit with us. We desire to make a like concern of our and your problems. 
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We are beginning to have a problem with the school plants which 
now limit our desire to extend activities. We would like to do some library 
work but have no library or place for one. We have no adequate place 
for Mrs. Puffer, the special education teacher, or for Miss Spelman to work. 
Our gym is a good fitness room but limited as far as games like basketball 
are concerned. Our lunch program is so successful it is packing itself in 
with its own equipment and we have to store food in the halls. Dramatics 
call for something more than a temporary stage. Instrumental instruc- 
tion is being given on Saturday mornings to both elementary and high 
school students under the direction of Thomas Gannon. Eventually this 
will be a worthwhile program in the school. Music which is continuing 
should have a soundproof area when it becomes part of the regular school 
week rather than just a Saturday activity. Parent conferences have to be 
held in any accessible spot. The offering of increased services makes a 
separate kindergarten and first grade less desirable even in such a simple 
matter as milk and food distribution. 


Too, the pupil placement in grades is made more difficult by this 
six mile separation. Ten years ago the town report listed 109 students. 
We now have 228. We need to think of what crowded conditions do to 
the program we desire. 


I wish to thank everyone who has helped us learn more of and about 
Granville, and those who have aided in discussion to make decisions for 
the benefit of the students of Granville. These people are the complete 
staff, Superintendent Roland C. Weeks, the Granville School Committee, 


and the interested parents and citizens who have come forward with ideas 
and for discussion.

I hereby submit my fourth annual report as manager of the Granville 
Public Schools Cafeteria. 


This year we are preparing and serving an average of 164 student hot 
lunches each schoo] day. Lunch time seems to be “looked forward to” 
and enjoyed by all, a factor that shows in our programs continued growth. 


Again this year we are serving hot lunches to the first grade students 


67 


in the West Granville School. The lunches are taken over on the school 
bus and served by the teachers. It is successful as we are averaging 16 
lunches a day with 20 first grade students. Milk is served daily to the 
kindergarten. 


No major equipment purchases have been made this year except 
for a freezer. The financial situation of the Lunch Program remains stable 
with the help of USDA commodities, although fewer commodities are ex- 
pected and those food items we purchase have shown cost increases. 


Consistent with changes in food processing we are expecting and 
need a larger oven. The use of a 23” oven for 164 student lunches is con- 
fining. More baking facilities are needed for more freedom of menu and 
for just plain more quantity. 


As I close another yearly report, I wish to thank my assistant, Mrs. 
Grace Kane, for her willing and able assistance.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Granville: 


The work of this department has been the upkeep of our streets and 
roads and bridges, including the following: 


The cleaning of all catch basins and drop inlets in the town. The 
painting of all the guard rails and bridges. 


We did the usual plowing, salting, and sanding of the streets and roads, 
the Village School Yard, West Granville School Yard, the Town Dump, 
and Fire Stations. 


On the Town Barn Improvements: We finished installing the insula- 
tion. 


On Secondary Roads: We hauled about 6,000 yards of fill, for the 
Sodom Street improvement. 


CHAPTER 81 


The Maintenance and surfacing all of our accepted streets and roads 
is carried out under this account. This work constitutes of the maintenance 
and surfacing of both gravel and blacktop roads, with a total of 71.48 miles 
of accepted streets and roads, of which 46.06 miles are blacktop and 25.42 
miles are of gravel. 


The scraping and graveling this year as follows: Trumble Lane, Bland- 
ford Road, North Lane No. 1, Winchell Road, Beech Hill, and Hartland 
Hollow Road. 


The bituminous concrete patching of all black-top streets and roads. 


This year the bituminous asphalt was furnished by John J. Hudson, 
Inc., 5,170 gallons of MC 800, which is used for honeing on the Cobble 
Mt. Road 0.75 mile. 20,898 gallons of MC 3,000 which was used for seal- 
ing the following streets and roads: South Lane No. 1 0.55 mi., East Hart- 
land Road 0.20 mi., Water Street 1.10 mi., Hartland Hollow Road 0.40 
mi., West Hartland Road 0.60 mi., Beech Hill Road 1.10 mi., North Lane 
No. 2 0.90 mi., Phelon Road 0.95 mi., Silver Street 0.60 mi., Barnard Road 
0.60 mi. 


On South Lane No. 1, we laid 300 feet of sub-drain, South Lane 
No. 2, replaced one culvert, Blandford Road, replaced one culvert, dug 
400 feet of drainage ditch, Wildcat Road, laid 500 feet sub-drain, Cross 
pipe, 2 new catch basins, Sodom Street, relocated the entrance to Route 
57, laid 3 inches blacktop. 


CHAPTER 90 — MAINTENANCE 
The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 


Used 5,140 gallons of MC 3,000 to seal 1.75 mi., on the Main Road, 
installed a catch basin at the end of the Old Westfield Road, widened 0.25 
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mi., of thé Granville Hill, widened 350 feet on top of the hill, installed 400 
feet of flex beam on the Main Road. 


CHAPTER 90 — CONSTRUCTION 


Old Westfield Road: The work under this account started at station

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


This is the first year the planning board of Granville has been in 
existence. 


At the annual town meeting in March of 1966 the feeling was quite 
universal that the town should have sub-division control laws. 


Much of the spring and summer was spent by the board visiting 
other towns, reading other control laws, and reviewing the basic control 
laws that ithe state recommends. 


The Planning Board after this investigation drew up a proposed set 
of subdivision control laws for the town of Granville. 


On July 12th the proposed subdivision laws were distributed to the 
town residents. 


On July 18th a public hearing was held to answer questions and hear 
any objections to the proposed subdivision laws. Some minor changes were 
recommended at the meeting. 


The feeling was practically unanimous in tthe support of the proposed 
subdivision laws. 


The board voted to make law the proposed subdivision laws on Jan- 
uary 16th, 1967. 


Certified copies of the subdivision laws are in the office of the town 
clerk of Granville, the board of selectmen’s office, office of the Registry of 
Deeds, office of the records of ‘the land court, and the office of the Attor- 
ney General. 


This coming year we plan to work on many other aspects of the town 
zoning laws, and investigate the possibility of a building code for the town.

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REMARKS AT THE FUNERAL OF 
THE REV. HERMANN G. PATT 
AUG. 1, 1967 — WESTFIELD, MASSACHUSETTS 


Today we pay tribute to a substantial citizen, a strong 
man who stood on his own feet no matter which way the wind 
blew or how hard. A prominent clergyman and educator for 
many years, he has left the stamp of his influence on hun- 
dreds of lives. And during the years of semi-retirement, he has 
been active in the religious, civic and political life of our state 
and nation. He did his homework and kept amazingly well in- 
formed on ail the important issues of our time. 


Mr. Patt served for some years as a pastor, and for the 
sixteen years that I have known him he has been a staunch 
protoganist of our Baptist witness in Massachusetts. He was 
active in the Pioneer Valley Baptist Association and tthe Mas- 
sachusetts Baptist Convention. While he was a liberal in his 
theology and politics, he never threw away the old anchors 
or the values that needed to be ‘preserved. He was ecumenical 
in the true sense. Some talk ecumenicity glibly and volumi- 
nously but remain very parochial in spirit and practice. Some, 
trying to be broad minded and ecumenical have let go sacred 


principles and convictions. Mr. Patt fellowshipped openly with 
men of all faiths, but never sacrificed his own faith. He worked 
shoulder to shoulder with all men of. good will in the cause of 
righteousness and practice. 


He quite often irritated lesser men by refusing ‘to com- 
promise or be herded with ithe crowd. He dared to disagree, 
even when he had to stand alone. The irritating aspect was 
generally the fact that he knew whereof he spoke and his ar- 
guments were embarrassing to those who had just read ‘the 
headlines. He was not always appreciated, but like all men of 
stature, he will be appreciated in the growing perspective of 
passing time. For years Mr. Patt has been saying that if cler- 
gymen are to fulfill their ministry, they must get out from the 
protection of their clerical robes into tthe flow of ‘the world’s 
life; and the church must get out from the security of its 
sanctuary into ‘the world’s arenas where issues are met and 
decisions made. And ‘that is what he did. 


I counted Hermann Patt as my own personal friend. We 
didn’t agree on everything, but we did respect each other’s 
views and convictions. He had a fighting spirit. He never ran 
away. He never surrendered. 


Mr. Patt, even in his advanced years, seemed indestructi- 
ble, vigorous and alert right to the last. Like Moses of old, ’his 
eye was undimmed and his natural force unabated. He did not 
fear death, it came to him not as a conqueror, it simply opened 
the door for him to the Promised Land, ‘the battles of the wil- 
derness ended, his work done, his Christian witness given. “He 
fought a good fight, he finished the course, he kept the faith,”’ 
and has now received the crown of life. 


Over the broken waves of life comes the golden glow — 
“He that believeth in me, thought he were dead, yet shall he 
live, and he tthat liveth and believeth in me shall never die.’’ 


“Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord; they rest from 
their labors and their works do follow after them.” 


“Thanks be unto God who giveth us tthe victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” ‘““‘Because I live ye too shall live.’’

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


There have been many changes this past year. Mr. Patt and Mr. 
Dowling will long be remembered for their various contributions to 
our community. 


It was wilth deep regret that we ‘accepted the resignation of Al 
Petersen as Fire Chief. For many years, in all kinds of weather, Al 
has done his job wilth a keen sense of loyalty and devotion 'to the 
Volunteer Firemen, and to everyone in our Town. The least we can 
say is many thanks Al and good luck 'to you and ‘to Tony DiTrocchio 
our new Chief. 


The problem of the Town Dump is still very urgent and much 
consideration has to be given to either finding a new site or for 
building an incinerattor. 


Many rumors have been. started regarding telephones and our 
chances of calling Springfield toll free. In April 1965 we contacted 
the telephone people and asked them to meet with us and discuss 
the possibility of better phone service. On May 3, 1965 five officials 
met with us and a long discussion took place. They informed us 
that they were going to build on to ‘the exchange here in Town and 
that new cables were going to be installed thus eliminating the party 
lines that had 8 or 9 on a line. This has been pretty well completed. 


t that time they told us that in order to have Granville resi- 
dents call Springfield 'toll free it would mean an increase of at least 
two dollars per month for every phone in Granville. They said they 
would notify us as soon as there was any change. We haven't been 
notified of any difference in cost. 


There has been a great deal of concern about why we did not 
apply for State and Federal money for the reconstruction of Hair- 
pin Turn. Route 57 in Granville is a Chapter 90 road. The amount 
of money under matching funds for Chapter 90 work is very lim- 
ited and is primarily used on emergency jobs and projects that the 
District Highway Engineer terms as impossible to do with ordinary 
yearly allotments. 


There are, I believe, 8 Districts in the State. When the Select- 
men of various towns apply to their District Engineer for help on 
Chapter 90 work the Engineer puts the project on his list. A's the 
requests are studied ‘they eventually reach the top of the list. The 
request is then forwarded to the State Commissioner and his A'ssoci- 
ates. These requests are compared and studied along with all the 
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others. After a careful study is made the State Commissioner and 
the Associate Commissioner after Public Hearing etc. award the 
help to the projects that need help the most. 


We went ‘to a meeting in Northampton and were advised that 
we would have a very low priority on their list because we can do 
this work ourselves with the money we have available. We were told 
that there would be no guarantee as to when our request would 
come up for consideration. The man in charge of Federal Aid even 
suggested it might be 1975 before a decision was made. Because of 
the constant danger in regard ‘to the school buses on Hairpin Turn 
and also considering the fact that the bridge may not last too much 
longer, we decided to do the work with our regular Chapter 90 al- 
lotments. 


At this time I wish to thank the various departments and the 
townspeople for their fine cooperaltion during ‘the past three years.

In answer to your inquiry the following items pertaining to the 
proposed Main Road Cut-off were discussed with your Board by 
members of my staff at your meeting held here on January 18, 1968. 


Your Board requested federal and state assistance for construc- 
tion of tthis project. It was poinited out ‘that ‘this route carried sev- 
eral school buses daily and the existing conditions jeopardized the 
safety of the children using ‘these ‘buses. 

It was explained to your Board that tthe federal aid secondary 
program for construction of non-state highwayso was filled to ap- 
proximately 1975 and ‘that 'this project would have to fall at the end 
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of the present list. It was further explained that even if funds were 
available at the present time plans and estimates could not be pre- 
pared to allow for construction to be started ‘this year by an adver- 
tised contract. Plans are sufficiently complete at this time to allow 
force account construction with Chapter 90 funds to start this spring. 
In fac, clearing could be started now if land damage settlements 
are processed. ; 


A very rough estimate of the cost of this project is approxi- 
mately $80,000. The town now has, or will have this year, available 
to it over $80,000 from its 1967 and 1968 Chapter 90 allotments and 
Chapter 679 and 616 bond issue funds. Since it is now financially 
possible for the town to eliminate this hazardous section of road, it 
would seem unwise 'to postpone the work for possibly ten years in 
the hope that the work would be financed by others.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
December 81,1967 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
Through a liberal, medical program offered in the Common- 


wealth of Massachusetts, not only has Granville been able to meet 
the financial needs of its aged (Old Age Assistance -- OAA), dis- 


$2 


abled (Disability Assistance -- DA), and dependent families with 
needy childdren (Aid to Families with Dependent Children-—-AFDC), 
but has supplemented all the required medical needs ‘to ‘these people. 
Also, under Tiltle XIX of the Social Security Act (known as Med- 
icaid), Massachusetts has broadened its program so exitensively that 
during the year 1967 families not in need of welfare (financial) help 
have still been able to avail themselves of the broad, comprehensive 
and expanded program of medical assistance. 


As of December 31, 1967, the Town of Granville had open 15 
cases including 12 adults and 9 children, with 2 applications still 
pending. Also carried forward were money assistance cases including 
another 6 adults and 4 children — to them also were exitended com- 
plete medical ‘coverage. In addition during the year 1967, another 7 
cases consisting of 5 adults and 2 children were aided by either 
money grants and/or medical assistance. 


The Medicaid program (Title XIX) which became effective on 
September 1, 1966, offers medical care for children under 21; dis- 
abled, unemployed and incapacitated adults; and the elderly (over 
65) living on retirement or on reduced income. By phoning, writing, 
or visiting your local office of Public Welfare, a kit explaining ‘this 
program will be mailed to your home. In 'the majority of cases no 
further investigation is required, as 'the responsibility for correct and 
true informaltion rests with ithe applicant, under penalty of perjury. 
However, in certain medical cases it may be necessary ‘to secure rec- 
ords to assist with medical evaluations. Some of the medical items 
covered in this vast program include doctors, nursing homes, hospi- 
tal, dental care, eye care, foot care, drug's, and other medical services 
recognized under State Law including transportation, ambulance, vis- 
iting nurse, physical and speech ‘therapy, and other services ‘too 
nuMerous ‘to mention. 


Financial or social service requests should also be directed to 
this office. A confidential home interview by a qualified social work- 
er 'to evaluaite your request will be arranged at your convenience. 


With the expansion of these programs it became necessary to 
secure additional professional and clerical hedp to maintain ‘this of- 
fice. During the year, the excellent services of Mrs. Catherine An- 
derson, Social Worker; and Mrs. Hilda Wendell, Clerk-Stenographer, 
were added to that of our Head Clerk, Mrs. Marie Boccasile and 
Director, Mrs. Myrtle S. Elton. 


Appreciation and thanks are extended to ithe many contributing 
agencies, town groups, individuals, appointed and elected ‘town offi- 
cials, town individuals among whom ‘the various church groups, school 
personnel, veterans organizations, Red Cross, volunteer drivers, Fire, 
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Police and Ambulance Personnel, and many, many anonyMous con- 
tributions from people giving so much time, consultation, advice and 
general assistance to further support this modernized, up to datte 
program of financial and medical care — available 'to any and all 
residents in the Town of Granville. 


Also, without the excellent working relationship between this of- 
fice and your 'Town’s veteran agent, Mr. Eugene Lund, many veteran 
related families would not have been able to avail themselves so 
quickly and extensively of financial and medical services. 


While it appears evident that eventually the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts will regulate the Public Welfare and Medical Assist- 
ance Program, still one of the most importanit resources for all ‘con- 
cerned is HEALTHY, WELL-PROVIDED FOR PEOPLE. Public 
Welfare with is rehabilitation programs, and Medicaid and Medicare 
which include a complete and comprehensive medical assistance pro- 
gram are available to any resident of Granville in ‘tthe time of finan- 
cial, medical or social need. 'These programs are also greatly streng'th- 
ened by ‘the continued, volunitary contributions of the individual re- 
sources of each and every resident of the Town of Granville. 

Again, my thanks for the fine cooperation of 'the many in 1967.

The School Committee meets at 7:30 p.m. the first Monday of 
each month and at other times as needed. 


COMMITTBHE REPORT 


“Bducation is that which remains after you have forgotten 
everything you learned at school.” This definition of education by 
Albert Einstein is very simple yet very profound. Basically this 
states ‘that we can only have a really educated person when he funt- 
tions alt his full potential as a human being in the kind of world he 
will be living in. Therefore it behooves all of us in tthe adult world 
to look ahead and establish our educational system to its maximum 
capabilities aimed toward the world in which today’s children will 
be living. Understandably this means change in attitudes, approach 
and curricula as well. Today’s schools are changing and we must re- 
main apace in order to adequately prepare our children lto compete 
in this atmosphere. 


Granville’s ‘current facilities are being taxed under the present 
school population to \the exitent that this committee has recom- 
mended a Building Survey Committee to advise the town as to the 
future direction of the system. The School Commilttee has served 
on ithis Survey Committee and has seen first hand lthe attitude taken 
by the State Bureau of School Building Assistance. Their attitude 
has been one of so strongly recommending either regionalization or 
sending out seventh and eighth grades as tuition students that ‘this 
committee has approached both Westfield and Southwick on ithe 
latter suggestion for the next school year. Both towns have replied 
that their own facilities cannot handle Granville’s pupils at the pres- 
ent time. The Building ‘Survey Committee will make its recommen- 
dations to the town prior tto annual town meeting. 


We have remodeled 'the storeroom into a small instruction area 
in which ‘the remedial reading teacher can work with one or two 


pupils. We have been very fortunate in obtaining Mrs. Frisbie on a 
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part-time basis to fill this important position following her retire- 
ment as first grade teacher. 


The physical facilities have been maintained in excellent con- 
dition throughout the year and painting and repairs made as re- 
quired. A new oven was procured and installed in the cafeteria 
kitchen in order to allow more space for home-baked foods by the 
cafeteria workers. 


Increases in our tuition expenses as well as teachers’ salaries 
account for the major increases in our budget. The state minimum 
teacher salary of $5750 becomes effective September 1, 1968 and has 
required a revision in our salary schedule. 

We wish to express our appreciation to all residents of Gran- 
ville and to our entire staff for the continuing interest and coopera- 
tion throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit my sixteenth report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the Berkshire-Hampden Southwest School Union, it be- 
ing the sixty-fifth of such reports. 


General Billy Mitchell, in the early days of aviation, forced a 
court martial upon himself to emphasize the need to develop avia- 
tion as a military and civilian coming means of defense and travel. 
His predictions came true. We have already gone into space, landed 
on the moon and there is more to come. 


Southwick has just added driver education to its curriculum. 
Over 250 high schools in the United States are offering air educa- 
tion, many schools owning their own planes for pilot training. It is 
expected all major school education systems will be offering air edu- 
cation within five years. 


It is expected by the year 2000 the fund of scientific knowledge 
available to mankind will be 100 times as great as it was in 1900. 
Science textbooks become outdated in a five-year period. Science 
teachers must completely overhaul their knowledge every five to 
eight years just to keep ahead of obsolescence. This knowledge is 
only slightly less severe in the non-scientific areas. 


Major curriculum changes are constantly taking place. Schools 
cannot afford not to critically study new innovations and recom- 
mendations. Decisions to accept or reject must rest upon pertinent 
information and rational thinking. 


The Federal Government is pouring money into educational in- 
novations. These funds presently benefit large schools who can af- 
ford ‘the personnel to do the project writing and cut through the 
“red tape” but will eventually reach the smaller school systems. 


What does this all mean? It simply means that today’s adults 
are finding it difficult to understand the changes of education dur- 
ing the last decade and will find it more difficult to keep up with 
methods, data processing, computers, closed circuit TV, guide-lines 
from the State and Federal governments, curriculum vocabulary, 
method names and teaching methods. 


The educational programs in our public schools are facing the 
greatest challenge in its history. Good or bad, it has to be faced and 
provisions for materials and facilities must be made available. We 
must meet the changing tide of educa'tion to keep our curriculum up 
to standards. Every area of instruction is becoming specialized re- 
quiring special training. The small school systems, even if they could 
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afford it, cannot provide the curriculum needed to meet (today’s 
changing educational needs. 


School Union #39: 


School Union #39 (better known as Berkshire-Hampden South- 
west School Union) is composed of the towns of Southwick, Gran- 
ville, Tolland and Sandisfield. 


Each town in the district operates as a separate entity with the 
exception of the Superintendent of Schools and his staff composed 
of an administrative assistant and two clerks with an office in South- 
wick. 


The following statistical chart may be of interest based on the 
1966-67 school year as presented to the Committees of the four towns 
at their annual joint meeting.

Starting with the 1967-68 school year Mr. Kenneth L. Johnson 
was appointed administrative assistant working with tthe non-pro- 
fessional employees, supervising maintenance, purchasing, transpor- 
tation and statistical work. 
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STATE GUIDELINES (New and Proposed): The State Department 
of Education, acting under the authority granted it by the General 
Court of the Commonwealth, is studying and submitting guidelines 
to be followed by local school systems. Some are already in effect, 
others are in the process, and there are more to come. The following 
list indicates some of the new requirements. 


10. 


Schools must be in session a minimum of 180 days. 


The school day shall be a minimum of five hours of instruc- 
tional time at the elementary level and five and a half hours 
in the secondary grades. 


Kindergartens must be provided as soon as possible with 
September, 1973, as the maximum deadline. 


Effective December 4, 1967, children to enter school must be 
vaccinated against smallpox and immunized against diph- 
theria, pertussis, tetanus, measles and polio. 


Physical education has been added to the list of required 
subjects. Ninety minutes per week in the elementary (K-6) 
schools and 120 minutes in grades seven through twelve. 


Teacher-pupil ratios (class sizes) are being established. These 
are being established on 'the basis of class instructors, non- 


teaching personnel. 


The classes and their sizes are being established for mental- 
ly retarded, physically handicapped, perceptually handi- 
capped, emotionally disturbed, deaf, blind, and others. 


State law has made employee negotiations mandatory. 


The size of school systems as individual towns, school unions, 
and regions has been adopted. Staite construction grants are 
not available unless the enrollment criteria is met. Present- 
ly it is expected that each class shall have at least 100 stu- 
dents and staff in ratio. This criteria is expected to be ex- 
tended to an enrollment of 1800 to 2000 in a unit (region, 
union, individual town). 


Minimum salary effective September 1, 1968 will be $5750. 


SCHOOL COSTS: The cost of operating schools, like everything else, 
is on the increase. Living costs, higher wages in industry, higher 
prices for the matterials and supplies and tuition rates are reflected 
in the school budget. Generally speaking, salaries represent eighty 
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(80) to eighty-five (85) percent of the total budget. Included in the 
remaining fifteen (15) to twenty (20) percent operating costs such 
as heat, light, maintenance, transportation and tuition use about ten 
percent. The balance of five (5) to ten (10) percent provides beoks, 
teaching supplies, new and replacement of equipment. 


The smaller the school enrollment the greater is the per pupil 
cost. Due to specialization, modern equipment, and curriculum ad- 
vantages, tthe quality of education in the smaller school is less than 
in the larger school even though the cost is greater. 


Reimbursements from the State are about thirty (30) percent 
of the total budget. All reimbursements, except Federal funds, are 
paid into the general fund to be used as voted at town meetings. 


Reimbursement entitlement was $142,312,731 in 1966 but only 
$56,181,693 was available for distribution. In 1967 ‘the entitlement was 
$172,501,174 but $92,501,174 was all that was available for distribu- 


tion.

The most frustrating problem facing most communities, and 
Granville is no exception, is the need of classroom spaces and related 
instructional areas to meet today’s educational requirements for 


quality educattion. 


Granville’s case is more perplexing in that the enrollment does 
not meet State standards for financial construction aid, it is poorly 
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located (geographically and politically) to form a region, and it is 
not large enough to build on its own to meet educational needs. 


The School Building Survey Committee and School Committee 
have carefully explored areas of solution without too much success. 
Your attention is called to 'the reports of the Building Survey Com- 
mittee and the School Committee for greater detail. 


The seventh and eighth grades need greater opportunity ‘to re- 
ceive instruction in areas of languages, science, industrial arts, home 
economics, physical education and research which are not possible in 
a small school because of Space, specialized equipment, and special- 
ists in the area of instruction. A resource center (Library and audio- 
visual) is a requirement in today’s education. 


The need to tie in with the existing programs, starting at grade 
seven, in Westfield or Southwick is important. 


Co-curricula activities are lacking and only available in larger 
systems. 


Both Westfield and Southwick are crowded at this time. Both 
school systems have indicated their willingness to accept Granville 
students on a tuition basis when their building programs are com- 
pleted. 


Regionalization should be considered. 


Predicated enrollments show that there will only be space in 
the present buildings for a special class, kindergarten and grades 
one through four. What is going to happen to grades five through 
eight ? This is under study and all media of solution will be explored. 


It is regretable that Mrs. Frisbie had to retire last year but 
fortunate that she is able to devote some time to our special read- 
ing program. 


RESPONSIBILITY 


An area of concern is the failure of high school students to take 
maximum advantage of their opportunities. 


There have been a large number of suspensions for truancy, 
smoking and infraction of other school regulations. The problem has 
been so noticeable that the Granville Committee notified the High 
School administration of the Committee’s support and hesitancy to 
pay the tuition and transportation for students who are unwilling to 
abide by regulations. 


aN) 


The cooperation of parents is requested in the matter of attend- 
ance, meeting transportation requirements, and support of disciplin- 
ary action. The privilege and opportunities are available to all stu- 
dents. Failure to assume this responsibility falls on the shoulder of 
the student. 


PROGRAM 

The basic educational program is being met with up-to-date 
textbooks, modern instructional equipment and instructional sup- 
plies. 


We have been fortunate in being able to secure a competent 
staff. 


I refer you to Mr. Rockwell’s report for further information 
about program. 


INVENTORY 

As required annually the inventory of equipment is approxi- 
mately $36,000 and the replacement value of the building is about 
$600,000. 


The acquisition of a 64-passenger bus to replace a 52-passenger 
unit has proven satisfactory. It is recommended that as the two 52- 
passenger units are traded they be replaced with 64-passenger units. 


Two-way radios have been installed on each bus with central 
stations at the C. D. Director’s home and at the school office. 


This is to reaffirm last year’s report of requesting adherence to 
established regulations of conduct as a prerequisite for the privilege 
of riding on the buses. Unless students maintain proper standards 
of conduct the privilege of riding may be revoked and it then be- 
comes the parent’s responsibility. 


NO SCHOOL 

It is the policy of the School Committee to order the no-school 
signal only in most severe weather conditions or when transporta- 
tion is interrupted. At other times parents are expected ‘to use their 
own good judgment in sending children to schaol. 


The signal for no-school is broadcast over stations WTIC and 
WHYN. 


WORK PERMITS 

Educational certificates (work permits) are required of all per- 
sons fourteen (14) through eighteen (18) years of age who are em- 
ployed either full or part-time. Those fourteen (14) and fifteen (15) 
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must have a physical examination and must be accompanied by a 
parent or legal guardian when applying for the certificate. Those 
sixteen (16) through eighteen (18) must appear in person. A birth 
certificate must be presented at the time of application. These may 
be obtained from Mrs. Nancy Wackerbarth of Granville or from the 
Superintendent of Schools in Southwick.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 
This is my third report as principal of Granville Public Schools. 


As I spend more time in Granville I become more personally 
concerned with education for Granville. This feeling still holds with 
the statement that, “Schools are an integral part of society.” Gran- 
ville is making steps ‘to keep up with society. We have a new church 
in the offing; we have a study committee on schools; many people 
are interested in our town’s keeping pace. These activities reflect in 
the effort extended by our youth. 


Harvard University President Nathan M. Pusey, in his January 
1967 report to that institution’s Board of Overseers, summarized a 
point of view of the faculty of the School of Education in this way: 
“American Education may be moving into a period of greater realism 
and candor, beginning to realize that the schools are only one force 
within society, and not necessarily, as they are currently constituted, 
a particularly powerful force. There is growing evidence — and 
acknowledgment — that such things as family, peer groups, and 
work experience may contribute more to education than do schools, 
that education is in fact a more complex activity than has common- 
ly been supposed.” 


Your faculty is meeting every other Tuesday night to consider 
the many complex developments in education. We have had a meet- 
ing and a workshop in Russell on Phonetics in reading. We have 
been working this year with our new Social Studies. As our two- 
room third grade moves through we are using new materials in 
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math and language. This serves a double purpose as it also keeps 
us from overloading with basic textbooks which perhaps would not 
be needed again. 


Our physical plant is very crowded but we have been able to | 
make a supply closet into a remedial reading room. We are fortunate 
in having Mrs. Frisbie to work in this area for four days a week. 
We also have a conference area built into a corridor. As people on 
the study committee know, there are many things that should be 
offered to pupils of Junior High that are not possible in our physical 
plant. Too, we desperately need a large room for a library. How- 
ever, many of these issues will be presented by the School Study 
Committee. 


Your school staff is readily available to discuss your children 
with you. I have been to one morning conference on education with 
a group of mothers. We like to get ithe chance to discuss child growth 
and education with you.

With the construction of the walk through the Village Green 
during 'this past year, we saw ‘the completion of the physical aspects 
of the park. Too, some of our plantings are developing splendidly. 
A few of 'the shrubs have had set-backis. The Granige plans to sub- 
stitute others in ‘their places. 

Pleased with what has already been accomplished, a few inter- 
ested residents have offered more trees, some ‘that may be used 
singly and some to be used in a hedge. This type of cooperation 
spells progress. 

On tthe other hand, we regret the fact that a few boys, nearing 
the age of manhood, committed acts of vandalism by wantonly de- 
Sstroying two young thrifty trees. The perpetrators of such action, 
however, are to replace the trees in the spring. 

To the Lions Club a word of acknowledgment is wholeheatedly 
extended for their fine maintenance of the lawn during the growing 
season. 

The committee asks that the town provide a power mower and 
the essential fuel, both of which were heretofore donated by the 
Lions. To this end, we ask an appropriation.

TOWN OF GRANVILLE — 1967 
The following public hearings were held during 1967: 


Jan. 20th— 
To hear the appeal of Roland C. Germain from order of the 


Board of Selectmen ‘to remove trailer from his property on Cross 
Road. 


Mr. Germain provided plans whereby the trailer would be fully 
enclosed to comply wiith the zoning laws for a detached one family 
dwelling. 


Jan. 27th— 
The board outlined tthe actions Mr. Germain needed to take to 
comply with the zoning laws. 


These requirements have been met. 


Feb. 3rd-— 
To hear the appeal of the Ntw England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. for a variation of the Zoning laws ‘to permit ‘the con- 
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struction of a non-conforming building to house additional equip- 
menitt to meet the growing demand for service in the Granville area. 


The board ruled that the objections by the abutter, Howard 
Arnold, were not sufficient to offset the interest of the town in 
improved telephone service nor to constitute any real hardship. 


Permission for the construction was granted and the work has 
been completed on the building. 


August 18th— 

Fred Hansen and Robert Laptew of Sodom Street were granted 
a variation of the Zoning Laws for the commercial raising of chin- 
chillas on both premises. 


No objections were voiced, so permission was granted to Well- 
ington D. Clary for removal of fill from excavation of a pond for 
use on the Federated Church property or other areas. 

The application of Allen Berry, Feeding Hills, to live in a trailer 
for more than 60 days before starting a house on a property he did 
not own was denied, as beyond the power of the board to grant.

BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF 
GRANVILLE, MASS. 


Article I — GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. These by-laws shall be known and designated as by- 
laws of the Town of Granville, Massachusetts. 


Section 2. All by-laws or parts of by-laws heretofore adopted, 
which are inconsistent with the provisions of these by-laws are here- 
by repealed and annulled. Butt the provisions of these by-laws as far 
as the same art identical with ‘the provisions of by-laws heretofore 
adopted shall be construtd as a continuation thereof. 


Section 3. The repeal of a by-law heretofore adopted shall not 
affect any act done, ratified or confirmed or any right accrued or 
established, nor any action suit or proceeding commenced nor affect 
any punishment, penalty or forfeiture incurred under such by-law. 


Secition 4. These by-laws shall take efffect when duly adopted 
by a Town Meeting, approved by the Attorney General of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts and published or posted pursuant to 
Section 32 of Chapter 40 of ithe General Laws or any act or acts 
amendatory 'thereof or supplementary thereto. 


Article Ii — TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first 
Monday in February of each year. 


Section 2. Notice of the annual Town Meeting as well as all 
special meetings shall be given by posting attested copies of the war- 
rant calling same, in at least three public places in 'Town, not less 
than seven days before dalte appointed for such meeting, and the re- 
turn of the officer, stating the manner of notice, shall be endorsed 
on ‘the warrant. 


Section 3. All special meetings shall start at 8 o’clock P.M. 
Article II — TOWN MEETING PROCEDURE 
Section 1. The moderaitor shall preserve decorum and order: 
may speak on points of order in preference to others, and shall de- 
cide all questions of order.. 
Section 2. When any voter shall require a question to be deter- 
minded by yeas and nays, the moderator shall take \the sense of the 


meeting in that manner, provided one-third of the voters are in favor 
of it. 
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Section 3. The Moderator shall propound all questions in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be 
previous in its nature, except that in naming sums and fixing times 
the largest and longest sums shall be first. 


Section 4. Wihen a question is under debate the Moderator shall 
receive no question but to adjourn, ‘to lay on the table the previous 
question, ito postpone to an hour certain, to amend or to postpone 
indefinitely: Which several motions shall have precedence in ‘the or- 
der in which ‘they stand arranged. 


Section 5. When two or more persons arise at once the Mod- 
erator shall name \the one who is to speak first. 


Section 6. No voter shall speak more than tthree times on one 
question without first obtaining leave of the meeting, no more than 
twice until others who have not spoken shall speak if they desire. 


Section 7. All committees shall be appointed by the Moderator 
unless otherwise specially directed by ‘the meeting. 


Section 8. When any voter shall make a motion and such a 
motion shall be seconded by another the same shall be received and 
considered by the meeting and not otherwise. 


Section 9. When a vote is passed itt shall be in order for any 
one of ‘the majority to move for a reconsideration thereof, and when 
a reconsideration is decided that decision shall not be reconsidered. 


Section 10. No one shall be allowed ‘to interrupt while another 
is speaking or pass unnecessarily between the Moderator ‘and the 
speaker. 


Section 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writi ngif the 
Moderator so desires. 


Section 12. Any voter may call for a division of ‘the Question 
where ‘the sense will permit it. 


Section 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color or 
amendment. 


Section 14. When a volte fis doubted tthe voters for or against 
the question, when called on by the Moderator shall rise and stand 
until they shall be counted. 


Section 15. Individuals while speaking shall stand uncovered 
and address the Moderator. 
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Secticn 16. Smoking shall not be permitted at any annual or 
special meeting. 


Section 17. A motion to adjourn without daite shall be debata- 
ble but a motion to adjourn ‘to a day certain shall not be debatable. 


Article IV — SELECTMEN 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as agents 
of the Town, acting on advice of special council to settle any claim 
or suit against the Town which in their judgment cannot be suc- 
cessfully defended, when the sum does not exceed five hundred dol- 
lars. Any ‘settlement requiring \the payment of a sum greater than 
five hundred dollars, except as authorized by law, shall be made 
only when so authorized by vote of the Town. 


Section 2. The Selectmen may appear in ithe interests of tthe 
Town, either personally or by special counsel before any court, com- 
mittee of \the Legislature, or any state or county board or commis- 
sion. They shall have full authority as agents of the Town, acting 
upon advice of special counsel, 'to prosecute any and all necessary 
suits and proceedings in favor of the Town and to appear and de- 
fend any and all suits and legal proceedingsagainst or involving 
the Town interests. 


Section 3. The Selectmen shall have authority to make park- 
ing rules and set speed limits. 


Article V 


Section 1. No person not a resident of the Town can be em- 
ployed in any capacity, on any project of the Town provided that 
there is a resident who is qualified and available for any position 
that may be open. 

Article VI — TREASURER 


Section 1. The Treasurer shall be custodian of all trust funds, 
deeds, bonds and insurance policies belonging ‘to ‘the Town except 
the bond of tthe Treasurer which shall be in the custody of the chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen. 


Article VII — FINANCE COMMITTEE 
Section 1. The Moderator shall appoint a Finance Committee 
of five members for a term of three years from date of appointment 


or to fill any vacancies that may occur. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to 
make recommendations relative to all appropriations. They shall 
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make a study of the estimated requirements submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen, and all other department officials and publish their 
recommendations in the Town report. 


Section 3. The recommendations of the Finance Committee 
shall stand as a motion before the meeting. 


Section 4. The Finance Committee shall require from ‘the Se- 
lectmen, Assessors, School Commititee or any other Town officials an 
itemized account of all expenditures; not later than December twen- 
ty-first of each year. 


Section 5. A copy of the warrant calling any meeting shall ‘be 
furnished the chairman of tthe Finance Committee at least seven 
davs prior to ithe date of the meeting as designated in the warrant. 


Article VITT — PENALTIES 


Section 1. Any person violating any section of these by-laws 
shall be subject to a fine of not more than twenty dollars.

Devers, December 14, 1939.

The Town of Granville pays tribute to Mrs. Mable Root 
Henry, an esteemed citizen who passed away February 29, 1968 
at the age of eighty-nine. For fifty-four years she served as an 
able and efficient librarian, accepting the position two years 
after the library was built. 


Mrs. Henry was a quiet, refined, modest person — a true 
lady! She had a good mind, and all during her long life she 
was alert, read, and kept up with the times. Her memory, up 
to her final illness, was remarkable. She could recall past 
events and give dates without hesitation. 


She was always willing to lend a hand to worthwhile causes, 
and was a tireless Library Club and Church worker. When the 
Town celebrated its Two Hundredth Anniversary, Mrs. Henry 
was chosen chairman of registration. 


She was a member of a family distinguished for public 
service. Her great-grandfather, Rev. Silas Root was a Baptist 
minister, who faithfully served his congregation for eighteen 
years. Her father, the late Silas B. Root held many positions 
of trust. He was Selectman, School Committee Member, Repre-

In 1910, Mrs. Henry’s husband, Mr. Lawrence Henry com- 
piled a list of the gravestone inscriptions in the town. Recent- 
ly the D. A. R. has put the material in book form. 


Mrs. Henry was concerned with children. She devised 
many ways to arouse their interest in reading. She knew if 
- children formed the reading habit while young they would con- 
tinue to read during adulthood, thus widening their horizons 
and bringing them many hours of pleasure. 


When Mrs. Henry was fifty years librarian, she was given 
a party, and was presented with an inscribed watch, a sum of 
money, and a scroll signed by the entire population. 


In 1956 after fifty-four years of dedicated service she 
asked the trustees to be relieved of her duties. It was with 
regret that the late Mr. Robert A. Dowling, chairman of the 
trustees accepted her resignation. He announced that the His- 
torical Room would henceforth be known as the Mable Root 
Henry Historical Museum, and that a bronze plaque be placed 
on the wall in her honor. 


Later this matter was brought up at a Town Meeting to 
give it unanimous consent. 


Realizing the value of historical records, upon assuming 
the position of librarian, Mrs. Henry started a series of scrap- 
books which are filled with newspaper clippings, pictures and 
events that concern the town and its people. These books span- 
ning such a long period are of great interest, and the informa- 
tion they contain is now priceless. They are one of the well 
used items in the Museum. 


The remarkable life of usefulness, and service, of Mable 
Root Henry has ended. It should be an inspiration to us all. 
Her memory and influence will long be cherished by the citi- 
zens of Granville.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


Many areas of progress were covered this year by your Board 
of Selectmen. One area was reviewing completely our insurance cov- 
erage on all the vehicles and buildings. It was voted to turn this 
over to a group of four companies of Westfield. 


Another project or area was in the Town Hall where we re- 
placed a lavatory, installed a new 80 gallon hot water heater, put 
storm windows in the main hall and east room, and painted the 
offices and halls. 


We are recomending new lighting fixtures for the main hall next 
year. 


Another area we are working is with the Town Dump Site Com- 
mittee attempting to acquire land as soon as possible, to establish a 
land filled dumping area, so that we can close the dump we now 
have on Water Street. 


After much telephoning, and getting to know our way around, 
we were fortunate in being able to receive two six-wheel drive, two 
and one-half ton Army Trucks, one Jeep and a complete snowplow 
unit, under the government surplus program. With the cooperation 
of the School Department we were able to purchase these vehicles for 
a little over three hundred dollars. 


The Selectmen went after more money this year on our Chapter 
90 Construction and Chapter 90 Maintenance. We are pleased to 
announce that the State is giving an increase on both chapters. 


After a divided board last year, on whether to use Town Chap- 
ter 90 funds, or whether to get the State and Federal to build the 
much needed new road and bridge on Route 57 Hairpin Turn; the 
new board, last March, voted to go after the State to finance this 
project, and also put it out for a contractor to build. Again, we are 
pleased to report that after many meetings with Senator Hammond 
and Commissioner Ribbs, that we have as of January 15, 1969 re- 
ceived conformation that the State and Federal are going to build 
this road starting this Fall, at no expense to the Town of Gran- 
ville. We would like to express our appreciation for their effort and 
interest in putting this project into effect. 


We would also like to state that a project of this type requires 


a 


effort from your selectmen; telephoning, meetings and especially a 
great amount of patience. The letter of confirmation, received by 
the Selectmen, from the State Department of Public Works, signed 
by Commissioner Ribbs, is on the following page. 


We would like to thank Mrs. Joseph Duris for writing the life 
history of our past librarian, Mable Henry, for the Town Report. 


We would also like to thank all the departments and personnel, 
and especially the people of Granville, who helped to make our year 
a successful one. We appreciate the confidence they have placed in 
us.

Gentlemen: 


After a complete review of the problem at the bridge location on 
Route 57 between Granville and West Granville, it has been decided 
that new construction of a road and bridge would be undertaken with- 
out participation in the construction cost by the Town. 


The Department has had verbal approval from the Bureau of 
Public Roads to use Federal aid secondary funds for fifty percent 
of the cost and the Department will absorb the remaining fifty per- 
cent. We have, therefore, talked with a consulting engineering firm 
to prepare a design for construction of the road and bridge in the 
layout which the Town has procured for this purpose. 
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The consulting firm will use a new computerized technique in 
preparing the design and it is anticipated that the work will be ad- 
vertised for bids in the fall of this year. It is recommended that the 
Board of Selectmen request such funds from the Flood Relief Board 
necessary for temporary repairs of the present bridge so that it will 
be in a safe condition until the new bridge is constructed. Please 
send this office a copy of your request to the Flood Relief Board. 
The District Office in Northampton will advise the Town as to what 
temporary repairs may be necessary.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


The policy of the School Committee has been to seek methods for 
improving and expanding Granville’s educational programs. Along 
these lines the year 1968 has been one of continuing progress. A 
part time physical education instructor has been added to the staff, 
additional equipment purchased to strengthen this aspect of the pro- 
gram. Likewise the committee has reviewed with the principal and 
superintendent the results of our scholastic programs by compari- 
sons of grades that pupils from Granville obtain in Junior and Senior 
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High School to averages within these schools. The results indicate 
that Granville though offering a limited subject matter program is 
not below average in the basic subjects. This evaluation is to be a 
continuing process in future years. 


The success of any educational program rests with the indi- 
vidual classroom teacher guided by conscientious supervisory person- 
nel. We are fortunate in having an experienced staff and wish to 
thank them for their continued cooperation. In order to obtain and 
retain these experienced teachers the committee has recently 
adopted a new salary schedule in line with surrounding communities. 


The physical facilities have been maintained in good condition 
throughout the year and improvements made such as painting and 
installation of bookcases. An intercom system was installed between 
the classrooms and the office to facilitate communications without 
disruption of teaching. In addition a television set has been installed 
in order to take advantage of the educational program offered by this 
media. 


No further progress can be reported toward a solution of the 
crowded conditions of the school. Neither Westfield nor Southwick 
could accommodate our seventh and eighth grade pupils until their 
building programs are completed. At the moment classroom space is 
adequate, but storage space, library facilities and special activity 
space is limited. 


At the request of parents with children attending Southwick 
schools the committee voted to transport these pupils on a tempo- 
rary basis until annual town meeting. At that time the committee 
is recommending retention of the school bus ordinarily traded in in 
order to have available a bus for field trips and other events. Other- 
wise a curtailment of these programs would be dictated by the use 
of the bus to transport pupils to Southwick. 


We wish to express our appreciation to all residents of Granville 
and to the staff for their interest and cooperation throughout the 
year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my seventeenth report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the Berkshire-Hampden Southwest School Union, it being 
the sixty-sixth of such reports. 


I had the distinct honor and opportunity this past fall to ob- 
serve the schools and to meet with school officials in Norway, Den- 
mark, Russia (Siberia included) and Hungary. 


Each of these countries has a form of socialistic government and 
in all cases schools are operated and controlled at the national level. 


There was evidence of some very fine teaching. However, teach- 
ing in the academic area was based on a government established 
curriculum with examinations at stated times to determine the direc- 
tion of a student’s school life. | 


There were some very fine schools in Norway. One of the high- 
lights was the vocational school in Oslo. 


A highlight in Denmark was a visit to the school for physically 
handicapped located in Copenhagen. 


Novosibirsk, a city (four time zones beyond Moscow) of about a 
million and a quarter population, is developing into an educational 
center for the U.S.S.R. 


Our visits to schools in Moscow were limited but we had several 
seminar meetings with school officials and teachers. 


Several schools were visited in Budapest, Hungary. Especially 
interesting was the elementary school, which specialized in music be- 
yond its academic requirements. Also, of particular interest was a 
so-called rural school. It was a 35-teacher consolidated school or 
more what we would call a regional school. 


I haven’t attempted to draw a comparison because of the rela- 
tive short time spent in each country. There were many fine things 
to be seen but overall, I think our American system has many advan- 
tages and achieves as well. 


There is little to add to last year’s report on school building 
needs. It seems to be a matter of waiting for developments at the 
State level and actions in nearby cities and towns. 
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The problem is very serious, however. Classroom space is need- 
ed. Storage areas have been taken over for instructional purposes 
as attested by the portable cabinets in the corridors at the Village 
School. The subject offerings at the seventh and eighth grade level 
are not up to established standards. 


Predicted enrollment seems to indicate that kindergarten through 
grade four can be accommodated in the present two buildings. 


The State is recommending regionalization, kindergarten through 
grade twelve, for towns having less than 2000 enrollment. Gran- 
ville should consider the possibilities for placing its upper grades on 
a tuition basis, as soon as possible as a temporary measure. Region- 
alization should be studied as a permanent solution.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my annual report as School Nurse for the 
Granville Public Schools. 


Beginning in October, physical examinations were done by Dr. 
Delerzon on all pupils in the kindergarten, fourth and seventh 
grades. New and absentee students were also done at this time. 


The State dental hygienist, Mrs. Watts, did dental exams on 
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all school children in October. She was quite pleased to see that the 
numbter of dental cavities were greatly reduced. 


Vision testing on all students was done and rechecked in No- 
vember. Referral slips were sent home to parents of those who 
need further attention. 


The Pure Tone Testing of ears was started the first of December 
and will be finished in January. This testing was done individually 
and I have found only a few who have difficulties in hearing. These 
few have been followed up by their personal physicians. 


Heights, weights, and cleanliness checks were done in the fall 
on all the students at the Village School. These were done early as 
it was requested by the physical education teacher. West Granville 
students will be done in the early Spring. 


I would like to take this time to inform the parents of all school 
children that there was a law passed last summer stating that all 
school children must be inoculated against the following diseases: 
smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough, polio and measles. The im- 
munization clinics should start in March so please watch the papers 
so you can take advantage of them and have your children done at 
this time. 


I woud like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Rockwell, Mrs. 
Wackerbarth, the teachers and parents for their help and cooperation.

In June, we tried something new in our lunch program. We had 
a Chicken Barbecue in the school yard.

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Mr. Rockwell’s supervision, the chicken was cooked over the coals. 
We served tossed salad, potato chips, bread and butter and milk 
with watermelon for dessert. We enjoyed doing this and perhaps 
we can do something similar each year. 


In August, a range and oven exhaust fan and hood was installed 
in our kitchen. It is an asset especially during the hot fall days we 
had. It cools the room, in addition to removing the cooking odors. 
From a survey of equipment it looks like our next purchase will be a 
refrigerator to replace original equipment. 


Mrs. Adams is no longer serving the lunches in West Granville. 
The teachers are doing this. Mrs. Eva Jensen is working as my 
helper. She is very capable and makes my job more pleasant. I 
appreciate the work of all others that have helped make our program 
successful.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of the Town of Granville: 
The following represents the activities for the year 1968. 


The season’s activities began with the Annual ‘Music Festival.” 
As in the past, it was a success and well attended. It is interesting 
and heartwarming to see the progress our youth is making in their 
individual pursuits in the music field. 


There was an exceptionally fine response to the swim program 
this year, despite the fact we were limited to the indoor pool at the 
Westfield Y.M.C.A. only. Quite a few boys and girls learned to 
swim this season, and many more improved their swimming abilities, 
- under the guidance and watchful eye of trained instructors. 


The baseball program produced excitement equal to the Major 
League this year. For those of you who missed watching the playoffs 
or some of the home games, we would like to assure you that you can 
be proud of your boys and girls for their sportsmanship and spirit 
which they displayed through the season. 


For the third consecutive year the girls’ softball team earned 
the first prize trophy. They were piloted to the number one spot, 
through the time and effort volunteered by Mrs. King and Miss Rose 
Sierastki. 


A real hot season for the 10-12 year old boys (Little League) 
ended in a good solid second place, and that is quite an achievement 
for any ball team. Congratulations boys, and there is always next 
year! To the Coach Ray Peebles and Assistant Bob Brown, thanks 
for a job well done. 


The boys in the 8-9 year old (Peewee League) made an excellent 
showing also by taking fifth place against some real tough competi- 
tion. These boys were coached by Jerry Prince. A fine job of coach- 
ing Jerry, thanks. 


The Recreation Committee wishes to thank all of the towns- 
people, who gave their assistance with equipment and muscle, in re- 
pairing the ball diamond at the Village School, and installing the 
new home plate and pitching mounds. This enabled us to have some 
games played at home. 


This year’s 13th Annual Fourth of July Community Field Day 
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again was dampened at the start, not only by the absence of a band, 
but also by the weather. However, with the aid of canned music, 
and the local Boy Scout and Girl Scout troops to the rescue as 
marching units, the parade got the day underway. 


Highlights of the day’s activities were: prizes awarded to the 
outstanding parade entries, Mr. “C”, the Magician, again entertained 
young and old, with his magic. Gas filled balloons were handed out 
to the children. The field events were enjoyed by all. The Boy 
Scouts, led by their Scoutmaster, Ted Wackerbarth, scheduled and 
assisted with the field events, and did a commendable job. The eve- 
ning of dancing to the Rock and Roll band (Lost Society) group, 
brought the day to a close. 


Note: Due to the increasing 4th of July activities in many neigh- 
boring towns, marching units are in great demand. Con- 
sequently, they are difficult to obtain. We are happy to 
report that the Whip City band is contracted for 1969. 


This year the Recreation Commission has presented to the Citi- 
zens of Granville, a Community Recreation program to make avail- 
able, activities nearly year round. As part of this program we have 
enlisted the aid of two experienced Community Recreation leaders, 
Mike Luger and Bruce Schultze. 


The results thus far have been very rewarding in view of the 
fact there has been a good response to the weekend activities, and 
very good progress in the formation of individual club activities. 


There was an attendance of about 125 persons at the Open 
House which started the fall season. The total attendance to date, 
for the fall and winter weekend activities, is over 500. Just a few 
of the club activities which are in full swing are the painting class, 
riflery, and rug making. Archery will be available just as soon as 
the weather permits. 


Ice skating has been available on a flooded area behind the 
Village School. However, volunteers and/or suggestions will be wel- 
comed in order to continue this favorite winter sport. 


The committee wishes to thank all those who donated so much 
time to help make these activities such a success.

RECREATION REPORT — FALL AND WINTER 1968 


During the fall and winter of 1968 the Recreation Commission 
of Granville provided for weekend activities for town boys and girls. 
There were a total of 28 activity sessions held with an average 
attendance of 15. An overall view of the activities shows attendance 
of 207 boys, 181 girls, and about 125 people at the Open House that 
kicked off the Fall program. The total attendance for Fall and Win- 
ter Recreation Commission sponsored activities, then, was over 500! 
Many times the attendance at an activity depended on the weather 
or other major events that might be occurring locally. Swimming 
has been one of the better-attended activities, and Junior high aged 
children have indicated a real interest in the “Drop-In” program. 


The grammar school aged children seemed to be happy with 
whatever program that was presented, as long as they could partici- 
pate; but the teenagers in Junior High and High School, seemed to 
be searching for a solid program. Such a program for the teens can 
better-offered with cooperative planning that effectively involves the 
teens. 


These programs mentioned above, have a good start and with 
continued support will add much to the leisure-time activities of 
Granville children. The club-program initially started at the open 
house in October, has started slowly and is building steadily. Some 
of these activities need support, but they have the potential of meet- 
ing much of the community’s recreational needs.

In 1968, as shown above, the Police Department has greatly in- 
creased its activities, With the increased appropriations, the depart- 
ment has been able to patrol the town more frequently and for longer 
periods of time, 


As in the past, the major part af patrolling was due to com- 
plaints fram throughout the tewn as well as routine patrolling, With 
the increased interest by the citizens in helping by calling when there 
is a problem or trouble right away, we have been able to provide the 
necessary action required, 


Domestic complaints we find are the most time consuming be- 
cause of the necessary follow up and investigating of each complaint. 
This also at times requires the assistance af the State Police. Fre- 
quently it results in one or more times in court, 


Accidents are also time consuming, Time is required at the 
scene af the accident, checking on the occupants af the vehicles in- 
volved for persons hurt, giving first aid or calling for the ambulance 
if required, We then have to question the persons as to what hap-

pened. We have to place each vehicle in the proper position on our 
accident reports, Also, each operator is given a report to fill out. 
If a wrecker is required, we have to call for one. We usually have to 
fill out a report for each operator’s insurance company at a later 
date. As it is set up now, when we pet an accident call, we auto- 
matically call the Fire Department for the ambulance. This is to 
save time if someone is badly hurt and when seconds count. 


Of the four stolen vehicles, one car was stolen from a citizen 
in Granville and was solved by the department. Two of the stolen 
vehicles were apprehended by the department, in Granville. One 
stolen car was turned over to the State Police, 


With the routine patrolling of the deparment, we are concerned 
with the amount of pre-teens and teenagers walking and driving 
around the town aimlessly from midnight to 2:00 or 8:00 in the 
morning. 


As in the past, the department again this year has worked with 
the Massachusetts State Police, the Westfield Police, the Southwick 
Police, and the Massachusetts Natural Resources Department. We 
have worked as well with the Connecticut State Police, the Granby, 
Connecticut Police, Connecticut Natural Resources Department, and 
the New York State Police. 


At this time, we would like to express our appreciation to the 
townspeople who have assisted and cooperated with the Police De- 
partment throughout the past year.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Granville, Mags. 


During the past year, the members of the Department received 
the 1963 International from the highway dept., and with the help of 
the highway department transferred the water tank from the 1952 
Ford. Members of the Department, and with the help of William 
Boucher, the truck was repainted Vire-Engine Red. A power take 
off pump was installed and this unit may now operate on its own 
and is capable of pumping at the rate of 250 gallons per minute. 
This spring, the tank will be painted and the truck re-lettered and it 
will be complete. 
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The Department sponsored a Standard Red Cross Course which 
was taught by Virginia Skelling and held at the Village School. 
Eleven Department members or wives and two constables completed 
this course. 


An Advanced Red Cross Course was then held at the school with 
Mrs. Dianna Mellen as instructor. Fourteen members or wives com- 
pleted this course. 


Under the new ambulance law you must now have two advanced 
Red Cross card holders in the ambulance. This now gives us a good 
nucleus of members and volunteer wives to take the ambulance calls. 
We also have non-members who are card holders who assist when 
needed. 


The Ambulance was forced to comply with new regulations set 
down by the Commonwealth of Mass. Division of Hospital Facilities. 
All regulations were met except the two-way radio system. The De- 
partment issued an Ambulance Certificate of Inspection with the 
understanding that an acceptable two-way radio system be installed. 


During the past year, four members of the Department com- 
pleted a two day course at the Springfield Technical College in 
Springfield. The course dealt with all phases of officers and leader- 
ship as well as fire fighting tactics. Members who completed this 
course were: Chief DiTrocchio, Dep. Chief Cusson, Dep. Chief King 
and Fire Fighter Clifford. 


Chief DiTrocchio also completed a 4 night course in pumps and 
hydraulics taught by the Western Mass. Fire Academy and was held 
at Westfield Trade School. 


During the year membership grew to 21 members. Regular drills 
were held on Monday nights, with guest instructors teaching various 
courses. In addition, members of the Blanford Fire Dept. attended 
a course in Scott Air Paks which was held at the school. 


New telephone stickers and telephone call cards were printed by 
the department. Anyone who does not have these should contact any 
member of the Department. 


During the year the Department responded to 20 fire calls. The 
most serious being the Holcomb and Kraft fire on April 3rd. This 
fire destroyed the Holcomb home and barn and a barn on the Kraft 
property. This fire started as a grass fire of undetermined origin. 
Fires for 1968 were as follows:

The Ambulance responded to 16 calls during the year. Most of 
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the calls were from Granville to Noble Hospital. Of the calls, 8 were 
for sickness, 5 were for accidents and 1 was transportation for 
X-rays. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and Finance for their 
help during the year. I most want to thank the members of the 
Dept. for the time and effort which they have put in to make the 
Dept. grow and become a better department for the town of Gran- 
ville.

Town of Granville — 1968 


The following public hearings were held during 1968: 
September 13th— 


To hear the appeal of Melvin Jensen for the removal of fill from 
his fish pond. No objections were voiced and the petition was 
granted. 


November 18th— 


John W. Bahre of Canton, Conn. petitioned for permission to de- 
velop a half mile race track for winter sports on his property of 150 
acres on the West Hartland Road, West Granville, there being no 
residence within a half mile. 


No abutters or other residents of Granville were present at the 
meeting to object. The board voted to permit the use of this proper- 
ty for a race track, but limited to winter sports only, ski-do or snow 
mobile. 


Inquiry has been made to this board concerning the number of 
residences on Maple Street being used for business in this Agri- 
cultural-Residential District since the Zoning By-Laws’ were 
adopted. 


Such use is permitted under Section IJI—3-1c for “Accessory 
Uses.” The uses are specifically declared to be within the meaning 
of this By-Law: 


(1) Use of a room or rooms in a dwelling for customary home 
occupation conducted by the resident occupants, such as dressmak- 
ing, millinery, or for the work of a resident member of a recognized 
profession. 


(2) Use of a premise or building thereon in connection with 
his trade by a resident carpenter, electrician, painter, plumber or 
other artisan, provided that no manufacturing or business requir- 
ing substantially continuous employment be carried on therein.

(3) Display of not more than two signs pertaining to a per- 
mitted use with a total area of not more than (12) square feet.

REPORT OF THE 
WESTFIELD RIVER WATERSHED ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Chairmen, Boards of Selectmen: 


In July of 1968 the Massachusetts General Court enacted legis- 
lation assuring the state’s participation, with the federal government, 
in a multiple use of flood control project for the west branch of the 
Westfield River. This project will, when federal funds are allocated 
to is, assure flood protection to communities along the west branch 
and, to a limited degree, some of those along the main river. It will 
also add to the valley’s recreational resources. The Westfield River 
Watershed Association has supported this project and served as a co- 
ordinator of activities during the past five years spent in developing 
plans for it. 


This association has also maintained close communication with 
the New England Division, Corps of Engineers, and those cooperat- 
ing agencies that have been making a comprehensive study of the 
water and related resources of the Connecticut River drainage basin. 
Of special interest to Westfield River Valley residents are water con- 
servation projects now under consideration for location in the Towns 
of Ashfield, Cummington, Goshen, Huntington, Peru, Savoy, Windsor 
the City of Westfield. These projcets will, if developed, expand the 
recreational resources of the Valley, provide substantially more flood 
protection and maintain a higher quality and more uniform flow of 
water in tributary streams and the main river. 


It is satisfying to note the extent to which municipalities and in- 
dustry in the Westfield River drainage basin are developing plans for 
treating sewage and industrial waters. Pre-financing by the Com- 
monwealth of eventual federal cost-sharing should make it possible 
for municipalities to maintain schedules worked out with state water 
pollution control officials. This association is ready to help in any 
way that it can to keep this program on schedule. 


The frequent out-breaks of forest fires along the railroad right- 
of-way and the great expenditure of man and equipment hours de- 
voted to fighting these fires promoted this association to call a meet- 
ing of state, regional and local fire officials to explore ways by which 
to reduce these out-breaks. The association has met with railroad 


officials and anticipates future meetings in an effort to find solutions 
to the problem. 


Because open space, scenic and recreational resources are such 
important assets to Westfield River Valley communities, the Westfield 
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Watershed Association urges public support to conservation com- 
missions and other town agencies whose responsibility it is to make 
your town “A Better Place in Which to Live”. 


The Association takes this opportunity to thank the voters of 
your town for approving your 1968 appropriation in its support.

REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


The Dump Committee was appointed at the last annual town 
meeting to study a number of possible solutions to the present dis- 
posal problems in Granville. Article 29 of the warrant mentioned 
the possibility of building an incinerator or finding a new dumping 
site. The article also specifically directed that any proposal would 
include provision for garbage disposal. 


Early meetings of the Committee were devoted to reviewing 
available state and federal government literature on incinerators 
and sanitary land fill operations. It became apparent that the appli- 
cation of an incinerator to the town’s refuse problems was out of 
reach because of the initial cost and the lack of a sufficient volume 
of waste material to operate a plant on a near continuous basis. 
The sanitary land fill operation appears to be a much more practi- 
eal solution. From a discussion with a member of the Westfield 
Watershed Association the committee learned that the town of 
Middlefield is presently operating a sanitary land fill dump with re- 
portedly excellent controls. The dumping areas of a number of 
towns in the area including several in Connecticut were visited. 
With two exceptions, Granby, Connecticut and Middlefield, these 
areas were poorly maintained and could in no way serve as models 
for Granville except to indicate what can easily happen if there is a 
lack of concern by townspeople and elected officials. 


At the end of April the committee met with the selectmen to re- 
view progress and also to make a number of recommendations re- 
garding the operation of the town dump. Among the committee’s 
recommendations were: that refuse, during the interim period until 
a new dump site could be found, be covered twice a month and 
graded, and that a regular poisoning program be established prior to 
the covering and grading operation to reduce the rat population. In 
addition, it was requested that the dumping of such objects as car 
bodies, water heaters, appliances, etc., be restricted to that area away 
from the stream bank. The selectmen pointed out that only $100 of 
the dump budget was available for covering. As a result, the effec- 
tive implementation of these recommendations was restricted. 
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For a number of reasons the committee feels it has become in- 
creasingly difficult to justify maintaining the dump at its present 
location. There has been increasing objection by residents of the 
smoke and odor from the burning refuse. In addition, the dump has 
become a breeding ground for rats, an attractive nuisance for chil- 
dren in the area, a source of pollution to the stream, and an eye sore 
to our town. . 


It is the recommendation of the Dump Committee that the sani- 
tary land fill method of refuse disposal be considered to replace the 
present dump. The sanitary land fill operation consists of bulldozing 
a trench of sufficient volume to serve for several months, then com- 
pacting the refuse and refilling each day the dump is in use. The 
inclusion of garbage with the normal household refuse would be 
essential to promote rapid decomposition. Large objects, such as car 
bodies could not be disposed of in the area unless cut into small sec- 
tions (small enough to make it uneconomical.) If operated properly, 
the same area can be used again in as little as 10 years. Trench- 
ing, compacting, and filling could possibly be done on a contract basis 
with a bulldozer operator. 


With so much of the available land in Granville being included 
in watershed or so rocky as to be unusable, finding a suitable site 
for this operation, has been difficult. However, two sites have been 
selected and will be surveyed by the Mass. Department of Health. 
If the results of this survey are completed prior to the annual meet- 
ing, additional details will be presented at that time.

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JUDGE MICHAEL HENRY SULLIVAN 
1874 - 1958 


The strength of America lies significantly in her people, 
people from all walks of life who set mind and soul on the 
betterment of their own lives and those of their fellow men. 
One such distinguished son of Granville whom we should like to 
honor this year is Michael Henry Sullivan, born in 1874 to Julia 
(Herlihy) and Dennis Sullivan, and who died in 1958. His life 
of notable achievement, of dedication to civic improvement, em- 
bodies an inspiring message to all, particularly to our youth. 


From a small-town boy Michael Sullivan rose to a position 
of prominence, of strong and varied leadership in the City of 
Boston where he resided most of his life. Beneath a modest, 
quiet, and refined appearance lay a soul of rugged courage and 
unswerving integrity. His independence of thought and his 
courage to follow the dictates of his understanding despite any 
opposition won him the respect and esteem of a wide commun- 
ity. 


In the promotion of justice in civic affairs Judge Sullivan 
worked vigorously to eliminate abuse of municipal expenditures. 
Through his efforts and leadership as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of Boston, legislation to promote sound fiscal prac- 
tices was adopted. So successful were the results that this 
legislation readily became a model for other cities throughout 
the nation. Another of his many significant ideas in civic 
betterment was the establishment into law of the contributory 
pension system for the municipal employees of the City of Bos- 
ton and Suffolk County, a plan which, too, became widespread. 


The story of the life of Judge Sullivan, most ably written 
by his son, James, now a lawyer in Boston, follows: 


Granville was certainly in my father’s blood, and through 
the years he spoke often of the Granville days, with great affec- 
tion and nostalgia. In his later years he commented quite fre- 
quently on the very real independence of the New England 
farmer and his family in those days. Though they had little 
money, they needed little, for their taxes, and for the few items 
they couldn’t raise or make at home — flour, sugar, tea, shoes, 
etc. Thus the farm family was self-sustaining and beholden to 
no one. They were healthly, active, co-operative, and from all 
accounts, pretty happy. It was a way of life common to most 
Americans of my father’s generation, but one that has just 
about disappeared from the American scene. To add to his in- 
dependent stature the farmer could and did have his say in 
town meeting, and even close to home, took an active part in 
running the little district schoolhouse where his children were 
educated. 


My father had many a tale about that old North Lane 
schoolhouse. But apparently he took to schooling right from 
the start, and in 1888, when he was 14, his mother decided that 
he, her ninth and youngest child, was to go to Westfield to High 
School. This must have been a major decision, particularly in 
light of the fact that his father had died within the year, and 
the operation of the farm had fallen to his mother and older 
brothers. However the decision was made, and a room was 
rented for him in the attic of a house near the High School. 
Every Sunday evening his mother, or one of his brothers, would 
drive him to Westfield, by horse and team, laden with food 
enough from the farm to last him the week. And every Friday 
afternoon when school let out, he ran, not walked, the nine miles 
to Granville. 


When he finished High School (in less than the usually 
required time) he returned to Granville to teach for a time in 
the district school. Then he went on to Westfield Normal 
School, further teaching in Holyoke High, and eventually to 
Law School at Boston University, and on to the practice of law 
in Boston. In 1909, at the age of 34 he was appointed to the 
Bench. Later he served as Chairman of the Boston School 
Committee, Chairman of the Boston Finance Commission, and 
Chairman of a Survey Committee for the Boston Schools. 


In 1930 President Lowell of Harvard University wrote to 
tell him that Harvard wished to confer on him an Honorary 
Degree of Master of Arts. My father wrote back that he 
feared he was not eligible for such an honor as he did not have 
a Batchelor of Arts degree, the usual prerequisite. (He did, of 
course, have two law degrees, LLB and LLD.) President Low- 
ell replied that the first Honorary Degree Harvard had be- 
stowed was on Benjamin Franklin, who had no degree at all. 
The citation on my father’s Honorary Degree reads that it is 
conferred upon him as a Judge, as chairman of the school com- 
mittee, and chairman of the finance commission for the City of 
Boston, “diligent, just, and wise,” a citizen worthy of honor. 


Several years later, Prof. Henry A. Yeomans of Harvard, 
who wrote a biography of President Lowell after his death in 
1948, told my father that his was one of two Honorary degrees 
which had given Pres. Lowell special pleasure during his long 
years as president of Harvard (1909-1932). 


To quote from the biography, “Of the honorary degrees 
awarded during his presidency, the two which gave him (Low- 
ell) the warmest personal satisfaction went to a member of a 
family identified with Harvard for centuries, and to the son of 
two poor Irish immigrants who raised their family on the thin 
soil of the Massachusetts hills’’. 


The picture of my father taken in the fifties, was very 
characteristic of the way he looked through all his active years, 
and really until the very last years of his life. He died in 1958 
at the age of 83. 


In 1970, we, the people of Granville, in contemplation 
of the life of Michael Henry Sullivan, yet may reiterate the 
words of Reverend Timothy M. Cooley when he said a century 
and a quarter ago, “Grand men, sturdy of spirit and strong of 
soul, have dwelt among us.”

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


One area of progress covered this year by the Board of Select- 
men was the much needed installation of a new lighting system in 
the Town Hall. 


Another area was the widening and resurfacing of Granville, 
Hill, North Lane #1, and the Old Westfield Road. 


We were pleased to hold a public hearing with the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Senator Hammond on January 12, 1970 
at the Town Hall, to view the design of the new road on Route 57, 
Hairpin Turn. The State informed us that the project will be going 
out for bids shortly, with construction due to start this summer. 


We are very fortunate to have purchased a government surplus 
truck with a snow blower and a truck with a snow plow and wing. 
We feel that these are big assets to the Town, in snow removal. 


The installation of the two-way radio system has been completed 
with the School, Highway, Police and Fire Departments combined 
into one efficient unit. This system has been a time-saver this winter 
in several ways. 


A big problem we had was trying to locate a dump site. The 
Board of Selectmen and the Dump Committee met several times with 
the State Department of Public Health. The areas available were 
owned by other municipalities and used for watershed purposes. A 
proposal has been made by a refuse contractor to use large contain- 
ers which could be picked up and dumped into a truck and taken 
away to an outside land-filled area. A definite area will have to be 
set up as a place to leave the containers. We anticipate trying this 
program this Spring. We request the cooperation of the townspeople 
to help keep the area set for deposit clean. The Board of Selectmen 
would like to thank Mrs. Walter Phelon for writing the life story of 
Judge Sullivan of Granville, for the Town Report. Also we would 
like to thank Mr. Kroll and Mrs. Frisbie for the picture and write-up 
on the Church, in West Granville for the cover of the report. 


We would like to thank all the department heads and their per- 
sonnel and the citizens of Granville for their help and cooperation 
in the past year.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


The School Committee meets at 7:30 p.m. the first Mobaiay: of 
each month except in August and at such other times as needed. 


SCHOOL: COMMITTEE REPORT 


It has been. the continued intent of this school committee to in- 
vestigate new- concepts and procedures and to improve and expand 
our school syetem within the limits of financial responsibility. Calen- 
dar year 1969 has seen: progress and improvements made in a variety 
of ways but with little progress made on our major proolem. 


As we enter the decade of the ’70’s with the ever increasing de- 
mands upon the individual brought about by technological and socio- 
logical change, we become more constantly aware of the ever ‘growing 
need for broader and more intensive training and education. This in 
turn brings a greater demand for more specalized facilities and ‘more 
of better teachers’ time and ability. 


Our major problem then, centers upon the need to be our 
pupil teacher ratio and to provide our upper grades (7th and 8th as 
soon as possible, 5th and 6th eventually) with the facilities and 
opportunities. so that they can prepare to the limit of their abilites 
for their own futures and to serve as citizens and neighbors. . 


Southwick has expressed willingness to accept our students on a 
tuition basis for the foreseeable future once their current building 
program is complete. They expect occupancy by the fall of 1971... It 
would. seem that our alternatives lie between regionalization with 
Southwick or a tuition program beginning with grades five, six or 
seven thru twelve. All this is based on the assumption of a. slow and 
orderly growth for Granville. 


We feel that we have a constantly improving professional tench 
ing staff which over the years ahead will be the essential core of our 
public educational process. 


During the year the kind and variety of audio-visual aides was 
expanded. A tape recorder and player and a technicolor 8 mm film 
loop projector together with correlary material were purchased.. For 
athletics, new basketball practice goals, a gymnastics practice beam, 
a tumbling safety belt and other new equipment were purchased. 
These instruments and materials. are of great help to both teacher 
and student. 


The existing physical plant and equipment have been main- 
tained in proper condition and there has been periodic replacement 
of worn out material; i.e., a new refrigerator, new typewriter, new 
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plexiglass storm windows to replace broken ones, several classrooms 
painted as well as sealing of the driveway and parking area of the 
Village School. One innovation was the carpeting of one of our class- 
rooms as an experiment. As of this report the experiment has the 
100% approval of all concerned and the committee may consider re- 
flooring other classrooms with carpet as the need arises. 


Your committee also periodically reviews the suppliers of goods 
and services to the school in order to insure that we are getting the 
best materials and prices available. It should be noted that there is 
difficulty in obtaining both professional and non-professional services. 
We have been unable to retain a part time music or instrumental 
teacher and we are fortunate that members of the present staff have 
ben able to fill in here and in other areas so well. Recently six paint- 
ing contractors were contacted well in advance and only one bothered 
to submit a bid. Delays in the arrival of equipment and supplies are 
commonplace. Our superintendent and his staff bend every effort to 
get things properly done on time and as needed. 


Inevitably all of the above increases the school budget. Our 
teachers’ salaries are kept in line with those of surrounding com- 
munities in order that we can attract and retain the best staff possi- 
ble. Our non-professional employees’ salaries must also refiect their 
years of service, the increased costs of living and the difficulty of re- 
placement. Tuitions at both Westfield and Southwick are increasing. 
Statewide surveys indicate that small school systems are faced with 
annual increases in theri cost per pupil and we are not likely to prove 
an exception. 


The committee would like to thank all of the staff as well as the 
many members of the community and all of the children who have 
made the year successful and without whom nothing could be accom- 
plished.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


I hereby submit my eighteenth report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the Berkshire-Hampden School Union, it being the sixty- 
seventh of such reports. 


Are we (by “we” I mean courts, government, schools, churches, 
parents) “greasing the skids of our kids” by constitutionality, per- 
missiveness, overindulgence, over-protection, and over-materialism? 


Have we allowed “freedom” overshadow respect for law, order, 
and the rights of others? 


Have we neglected to provide the understanding leadership and 
example they want and need? 


The vast majority of our young people are great. They are 
better informed, more cognizant of the times, are good thinkers, have 
greater opportunities than preceding generations. It is a “crying 
shame” that the news media (radio, television, newspapers, maga- 
zines) won’t give this outstanding group the publicity which is given 
to hippies, dissenters, rioters and leaders of disrupting minority 
groups. 


The generation gap is over-played. It is no greater today than 
it was a generation ago but it has become a sensational term. We 
must remember today’s young people are a product of the preceding 
generation. 


Have we failed to transmit the democratic concept of indepen- 
dence and responsibility? 


Our young people are living in a world of great turmoil and vio- 
lence. We can only hope that their training and thinking will, in the 
long run, make the world a better place to live. 


Are we the ones who “greased the kids”? If we are, we should 
be aiming for a working understanding, lend guidance, leadership 
and instill the value of work for that which is worthwhile and elimi- 
nate the general trend that the “‘world owes us a living”’. 


SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS 


The problem of space is still with us. The two basic areas of 
concern are the junior high grades and storage facilities. 


Those of you who have visited the school have seen storage of 
supplies, chairs and equipment in the corridors. 
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The educational space problem is at the junior high level or 
grades seven and eight. Due to lack of facilities these people are not 
receiving the advantages of courses required by the State Depart- 
ment of Education or what their counterparts are receiving in sur- 
rounding communities. 


If the enrollment reaches the point of two classes per grade the 
available classroom space will only accommodate kindergarten 
through grade four. 


REGIONALIZATION 


The State Board of Education has reaffirmed its directive of 
1967 stating: 


1. Each community shall constitute, or be a part of, a school 
district maintaining and operating a complete kindergarten- 
Grade 12 educational program, governed by a single school 
committee with one superintendent of schools. 

2. Each school district shall contain at least 2,000 pupils unless 
prevented by entenuating circumstances. 

3. Each committee with less than 2,000 shail submit a plan to 
implement these Guideslines by December 31, 1969. 


The School Committee has had contact with Southwick. In Janu- 
ary a meeting will be held with the towns in School Union #39, at 
which time a representative from the State Department of Education 
will be presented to discuss regionalization.

The annual inventory, as required by town authorization, of 
equipment is valued at approximately $39,500.

NO SCHOOL 
It is the policy of the School Committee to order the no-school 
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signal only in most severe weather conditions or when transporta- 
tion is interrupted. At other times parents are expected to use their 
own good judgment in sending children to school. 


The signal for no-school is broadeast over stations WTIC and 
WHYN. 


WORK PERMITS 

Educational certificates (work permits) are required of all per- 
sons fourteen (14) through eighteen (18) years of age who are em- 
ployed either full or part time. Those fourteen (14) and fifteen (15) 
must have a physical examination and must be accompanied by a par- 
ent or legal guardian when applying for the certificate. Those six- 
teen (16) through eighteen (18) must appear in person. A birth 
certificate must be presented at the time of application. These may 
be obtained from Mrs. Nancy Wackerbarth of Granville or from the 
Superintendent of Schools in Southwick.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 
This is my fifth report as principal of Granville Public Schools. 


As one works with the youth of the community and with the lead- 
ers of youth in the community it becomes more difficult to write a re- 
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port. One sees gains; one sees the local and world changes. One 
evaluates these gains and changes. In the case of a report one takes 
a calculated risk in confining one’s self to writing on the subject of 
growth, growth in the sense that youth needs to confront a com- 
munity which has purpose that is related to the community at large. 


While working with the youth of the community and with lead- 
ers of youth in the community it is fitting in this day of great change, 
local and national, that we examine the premise that what is growth 
for youth is growth for the cmmunity at large. The purpose of the 
school and the purposes of the whole community must be consistent. 


In working with growth and change we must keep in mind man’s 
eight basic emotional needs of (1) belonging, (2) achievement, (3) 
economic security, (4) freedom from fear, (5) love and affection, (6) 
freedom from intense feelings of guilt, (7) self-respect and (8) 
understanding. This paragraph may mean many things to each per- 
son who spends some time applying any one of these eight points to 
his own relationships toward others, or to what one perceives as 
others’ reaction to him. Yours and my perception will differ. A 
healthy community tries to recognize these points in all its considera- 
tions. We recognize them as adult to adult, or adult to child. The 
way a man views his world affects his capacity for happiness and his 
ability to contribute effectively to society. And the way a man sees 
himself greatly determines how he sees his world. 


A child gains in his own recognition of others as he learns to be 
less self-centered. The school is trying in many ways to aid youth in 
this direction. The field trip to the symphony, the recent music pro- 
gram, the multi-day field trips, or the day trip with youth in a differ- 
ent environment and faced with new facts and relationships with his 
peers, leaders, and new locale are a few of the opportunities we pro- 
vide. If you check the emotional needs of all you can fit the develop- 
ment of all these needs into such a simple thing as three hours spent 
in going to the symphony. Think how the Christmas program fits in 
as students practice, perfect, develop and, last but not least, perform. 


The points on emotional needs was publisheed in an adminis- 
travia. After you read it through, read it again and put “teacher” 
or “parent”? or “citizen” in place of “creative person”. “Everyone 
perceives and judges, but the creative person tends to prefer perceiv- 
ing to judging. To add to the confusion about him a creative person 
is usually highly critical, but will stop short of final, or categorizing, 
judgments. The creative person is inclined to be more interested and 
curious, more open and receptive. . .. Indeed the more perceptive a 
person is, the more creative person he tends to be. .. . One would not 
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expect a creative person to be bound to the presented stimulus or 
object but rather to be intuitively alert to that which is capable of 
occurring, to what is not yet realized; this capacity, in fact, espe- 
cially characteristic of the creative person.” How would this add to 
emotional needs? 


We have taken four points from ecology to help us with the 
human organism and its development. They are: (1) Diversity: 
Most of us do very little looking about us, and when we do we see 
very little. We should develop the habit of looking down and up and 
under and all around, and the quality of seeing, really seeing, can be 
developed to see the diversity of persons and things about us. The 
fourth grade checked this with dandelion blossoms and found one that 
looked like a lasagne noodle. 


(2) Interrelationships: Interrelationships must be reinforced 
again and again to show more and more clearly just how the web of 
systems, of cycles, and strands of nature, including humanity, are 
woven together into one miraculous whole. We have developed a five- 
page work-guide on the State Forest for the fifth grade that asks 
students to see this, touch that, smell, and otherwise recognize the 
interrelationships. Students are encouraged to be nature detectives 
and naturalists. The discovery of order, beauty, and meaning is in- 
deed an exhilarating experience. 


(3) Adaptation: What attributes of this particular animal, 
insect, or plant make it possible for it to live in this particular en- 
vironment? A living thing is the product of its heredity and its 
environment. The family and the community is a product of its 
adaptations or culture. The three-day trips of the sixth grade to 
brook and woodland in the State Forest, the seventh grade trip to 
Lake Champlain for geography and history, and eighth grade to Cape 
and Ocean accentuate adaptation. 


(4) Change: This familiar process, occurs around us and with- 
in us; it occurs constantly, although we are not always aware of it. 
Our hair grows, out fingernails change; something is born, some- 
thing dies. 


In all of this we need to have a school which adapts to change in 
method, teacher, student, community, Supreme Court, you name it. 
It is natural to change. We react judgementally to change because 
of interrelationships. We may not care to change but we must adapt. 
Adapting makes it possible for us to take into account the emotional 
needs of man in the ecological picture. 


A general purpose and understanding of our relationships give 
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a community the feeling that the whole community is interrelated, 
that diversity does not destroy, that change is inevitable, and that a 
creative approach to change will benefit all of us. Our students must 
get to the interrelationships of learning which leads to improvement 
in work, government, family, and religion. 


We wish to take a part in the community wholeness. We are 
available for individual conferences. Please call 357-6626 for an 
appointment with any member of the staff. If school hours are not 
convenient call Mr. Rockwell at 357-6614. 


I wish to thank those in the community who have helped us, 
the complete staff on maintenance, buses, kitchen, office, and class- 
rooms for their impression upon youth and upon each other. I want 
to thank Superintendent Roland C. Weeks, his office staff, Adminis- 
rative Assistant Kenneth Johnson, and the Granville School Commit- 
tee for their invested thought in the program of our students.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL CAFETERIA MANAGER 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Here is my seventh annual report as manager of the Granville 
School Lunch Program. 


I believe our 1969 program was quite successful. We served 
approximately 27,000 lunches during the year. 


In June, we again had a chicken barbeque, cooked and served out- 
side. The menu was chicken, potato chips, tossed salad, bread and 
butter, milk and watermelon for dessert. We had 100% participa- 
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tion as first grade and kindergarten were brought to the Village 
School for lunch and games. 


In Semptember, we purchased a fourteen-foot Whirlpool refrig- 
erator for the Village School, and the milk company has replaced 
the old one in West Granville with a new milk cooler. 


This year we have tried to coordinate some of our lunches with 
the seventh and eighth grade geography classes. Once a month, we 
have a Nationality Day and serve food prepared according to the 
recipes from these foreign countries. So far, we have visited Greece, 
Italy and Spain. We have enjoyed doing this and, we feel the chil- 
dren are benefiting from it. Participation is very high on these days. 


During Christmas vacation, new shelf covering was installed in 
our storage room on all shelves.

REPORT OF THE PLANNNG BOARD 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


As with past years, several formal and informal meetings were 
held to consider the requests of individuals for interpretation of the 
Town’s Zoning and Subdivision By-Laws: 


— Christian J. Jensen’s request for permits to build on a Sub- 
division Plan of over fifty lots, was referred by the Selectmen to the 
Planning Board. Consultation by the Selectmen and Planning 
Board members with Town Counsel resulted in the opinion that per- 
mits would be issued only in conformity with present Zoning By- 
Laws. 


— Joseph Dickinson requested the Board’s opinion as to whether 
he might sell aditional lots on Dickinson Drive for private residential 
use. The Board issued the informal opinion that permits should be 
issued in conformity with the present Zoning By-Laws. 


— The Selectmen referred the request of Edward J. Jensen, Sr. 
for approval on a proposed sale of a portion of his property to Ed- 
ward J. Jensen, Jr. resulting in an accessory building not in confor- 
mation with the Zoning By-Laws. It was the recommendation of the 
Planning Board that Mr. Jensen approach the Board of Appeals with 
a request for a variance in accordance with Massachusetts General 
Laws 40A, Sec. 15. 


— A petition signed by 56 voters was presented to the Board re- 
questing a public hearing to consider a proposal to increase the area 
and front footage requirements of the present Zoning By-Laws. A 
hearing was planned for Monday, 5 January 1970 at the Town Hall. 
A report containing a summary of the feelings of the voters will be 
presented at the Annual Town Meeting in March 1970. 


The increasing concern by residents over the pressures from out- 
side the Town which may endanger the maintenance of the Town as 
an Agricultural-Residential District has been the subject of several 
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other meetings. As a result of the hearing to be held in January, the 
Board may place one or more articles on the Warrant for the Town 
Meeting in March.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Granville: 


The year of 1969 was an exceptionally active one for the Board. 
Nine hearings were held on petitions for variances from the zoning 
By-Laws of the town. These requests were in large part for permis- 
sion to operate small businesses in or adjoining the homes of resi- 
dents. These ranged from various craft and herb shops to tackle, 
gun shops and eating establishments with facilities for a bar and 
service. Each petition was studied with great care. 


Seven petitions were granted with appropriate decisions ren- 
dered. Two were denied, one because in the main it was deemed the 
granting would not be in the best interests of the town and the second 
because the request was specifically forbidden by the By-Laws as 
presently framed. 


Perhaps the most important and far reaching decision handed 
down was the granting of the petition so as to permit the Ampex 
Corporation of Redwood City, California to locate and operate a com- 
mercial antenna testing site in our town. Extreme care and atten- 
tion was given this request because of its immediate effect on the 
rights and welfare of each and every citizen of the town and also be- 
cause, as the first important entrance of outside commercial ventures 
into the town, there was great concern that an important precedent 
was being set. The petition was granted with carefully considered 
safeguards inserted for the protection of abuttors and other towns- 
people. 


This report is perhaps the best place to clarify for the citizenry 
the exact role and powers of the Board. With inevitable growth and 
increasing complexity of the town, the responsibilites of the Board 
of Appeals will also continue to grow. With the possible exception of 
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the Planning Board, there is no agency of this town which is more 
influential in controlling its destiny — which can maintain its char- 
acter and charm or forever doom it to shoddiness. Errors in judg- 
ment at this level are almost irreparable. 


It is to be emphasized that there are and can be no binding pre- 
cedents. Each case is unique and judged on individual merits, the 
numbers of similar establishments, locations, proposed conditions of 
operation and management and other factors. Each succeeding 
Board has a right to its own judgments. The Appeals Board is not, 
however, an all powerful, arbitrary agency. It is tightly regulated 
by the phrasing of the By-Laws themselves and by Chapter 40A of 
the General Laws of the state. It should be recognized and fully 
understood by the citizens that in compliance with these laws and re- 
cent Court decisions, a petitioner must be able to show that: 


1. Financial or other hardships will obtain if the peition be de- 
nied. 

2. The granting of the petition will not generally affect the zon- 
ing district in which it is located, but only the parcel of land 
itself in question. 

3. Relief from the zoning law may be granted without substan- 
tial detriment to the public good. 

4. The petition can be granted without nullifying or substan- 

tially derogating from the intent or puropse of the By-Law. 


If the above points cannot be substantiated by the petitioner, the 
petition cannot, by law, be granted. It is well, therefore that peti- 
tioners prepare their cases for hearings with care. It is reasonable 
to expect that in order to protect the character of the town, vari- 
ances will be harder to come by as the years go by. 

Finally, the Board of Appeals recommends that in the near 
future the zoning By-Laws be re-examined, strengthened where neces- 
sary, and above all, be made as explicit as possible to prevent mis- 
understandings, save time and ease decision making. 


The Board made use of legal opinion on two occasions through 
the year and believes this practice should be more the general rule 
rather than the exception. Legal documents need reliable legal 
knowledge. 


We wish to thank the town officials and citizens who aided us in 
making 1969 a year of important growth and maturing of your Board 
of Appeals.

REPORT OF TOWN DUMP COMMITTEE 


Burning at the Granville dump on Water Street was discontin- 
ued this year for air pollution control. A systematic poisoning gave 
a reasonable control of the rat population. Much more grading and 
covering with fill had to be done. 


With no burning and a much greater volume of refuse the rate 
of using the remaining space was rapidly increased. New facilities 
will be needed very soon regardless of any State action for stream 
pollution abatement. 


The town has two options for refuse disposal: a sanitary land 
fill or contracting with a commercial company for removal from a 
central collecting point. The sanitary land fill requires an acreage 
of well drained soil, relatively free of rocks, centrally located, in 
which a deep, narrow trench can be dug. This is filled with trash 
and garbage, packed with heavy machinery to grade and then cov- 
ered with soil for a new, adjacent trench. The committee has not 
yet located such a suitable site for sale or lease. Much of Granville 
has been taken by the three adjacent municipal water works. One 
excellent site would be an abandoned gravel pit off the Old West- 
field Road and outside the Westfield Reservoir watershed. Negotia- 
tions for the use of this site has not been successful. 


The alternate choice is for the residents to bring their refuse to 
a central location, deposit in a suitable vehicle, and have trucked 
away for disposal by contract. Compared with previous costs this 
may seem prohibitive but will have to be used unless adequate land 
for a sanitary land fill can be obtained. This committee regrets it 
has been unsuccessful in its search for such a site.

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The Town Green, a civic action to add to the beauty of Gran- 
ville was aptly described July 4, 1970. The words of dedica- 
tion, by Henry C. Turner, Selectman truly reveal the heart 
of Granville, a community that cares. 
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THE VILLAGE GREEN 


During the extended life of any town through the centuries, 
there are spotted events of moment which leave their imprint from 
that time forward for all future residents to reflect back upon and 
note through some physical landmark. These events which change 
the face or the style of living of a town are not given to every year, 
decade or even every generation. 


On July 4th, 1970, concurrent with the celebration of our 194th 
year of independence and in the 216th year of our town, there was 
dedicated our new Village Green. 


Much of the early planning and drive was supplied by the late 
Mr. Robert Dowling. Over the past few years, the Village Green 
Committee worked, planned, and raised the funds necessary to com- 
plete the project. The committee consisting of Mr. Charles Hansen, 
chairman, Mrs. Walter Phelon, Mr. Francis Hunt, Mr. Joseph Dick- 
inson, and Mr. Arthur Case completed their labors with distinction. 
A beautiful native stone marker was donated by Mrs. Ruth Ripley 
Saunders in memory of her parents, Mr. & Mrs. H. Leon Ripley 
and an American flag was given by Mrs. Stillman Humphrey in 
memory of her husband to fly from the newly installed flagpole. Mr. 
George Smith has been kind enough to see to it that the flag flies each 
day and the Lions Club has assisted mightily in the maintenance of 
the common. The tree and creche at Christmas, the flowers of the 
spring, the lawn and trees of the summer, all add immeasurably to 
the beauty and joy of our town. 


The first official use of the green was for the Memorial Day pro- 
gram. Appropriate markers and flags honored our veterans. The 
official dedication, however, took place on the 4th of July. The usual 
parade with the floats and children gathered in the square with the 
band. The address given by Selectman, Henry C. Turner on the oc- 
easion follows: 


This July 4th, we approach the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of the United States of America. For almost 200 
years, the sound of those words, “the United States of Amer- 
ican”, have caused a certain sense of deep gratitude to swell 
in the hearts of millions and millions of American people. 
We have grown and we have prospered. We have led the 
world in industry, science, standard of living and, yes, mor- 
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ality and ethical concepts. Our poorest are taken care of 
better than in any other country. We have not achieved per- 
fection, nor are we likely to, but we have steadily and with- 
out interruption moved toward it. For the last few years, 
it has become fashionable for a segment of the population 
to emphasize our lack of perfection. Many of our young, 
reared in affluence, who have never had to strive for the 
necessities, who have never struggled for the goals we of the 
older generation have achieved, “question the system”, as 
they say. Their natural idealism I support and defend but, 
led and nurtured by a group of hard core malcontents who 
have not the stuff to make it, a group of pseudo-intellectual 
educators who fill the minds of the college young with intel- 
lectual anarchy in the perverted name of freedom and indi- 
vidualism and, aided and abetted by college and school ad- 
ministrators who have bought the trap of ‘meaningful 
dialogue’, appeasement and just plain intimidation — these 
misguided young are playing the game of dissent and pro- 
test. This game of Russian Roulette with the bullets aimed 
directly at the very heart of every American institution and 
tradition has now reached dangerous proportions. Nor can 
we lay it all to the war. When this is no longer an issue, 
other issues will be fed them. Protest is the name of the 
game. Instant gratification of all goals, ideas and desires is 
the object of the game and the deferring to only the laws 
that please are the rules of the game. 


If the minority bent on the destruction of 200 years of 
building have the freedom to choose, so the majority of 
Americans have the freedom to reject. 


I reject the smut and filth in our films and literature. 
I reject the defiling of our national emblems and symbols. 
I reject the degradation of mind and body by pot and all the 
narcotics currently worshiped. 


If the new, so called enlightened intellectual can protest, 
so it is fit for the overwhelming majority of Americans to 
protest. 


We can protest lack of respect for others’ rights. We 
can protest lack of respect for wisdom and experience. We 
can protest the defiling and compromising of our religious 
institutions by rock and roll services geared to lure the young 
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at any price. We can protest and resist any and all attacks 
on, any and all erosion of that which we call American. 
Those standards and institutions though not perfect have 
ever moved us forward and never failed us. 


It is time to say, ‘America has been and is the best that 
man has yet devised.” It is time to say, “the name of the 
game is America, the object of the game is responsible free- 
dom and the rules of the game are the laws of the land.” 

It is time to say, “on this I take my stand.” 
In future years the Village Green will become the heart of our 


town activities and ceremonials. We were indeed fortunate to have 
been present at that moment in the history of the town to witness 
the beginning of a tradition.

~SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Granville: 


After years of effort, many delays and with the able assistance 
of Senator George Hammond, the state has finally let the contract 
for the removal of the hairpin turn of Route 57. The job will be 
undertaken by Petricca Construction of Pittsfield. The entire cost 
for the reconstruction of this dangerous section will be borne by the 
state and work will start as soon as the weather permits. 


Probably the greatest innovation in our Town this year has been 
the change over to our new dump system. While the cost is signifi- 
cantly higher than with the old fill area, it is but a fraction of what 
towns of comparable size are paying and our system seems most 
satisfactory. The town has been commended by the state officials for 
its clean, efficient and polution free system. We appreciate the co- 
operation the townspeople have given us thereby enabling us to keep 
the standards up and the cost down. Much credit is due to Mr. 
Charles Briggs for his efforts and vigilance. 


We are examing the present street lighting system with an eye 
to improving the quality by increasing wattage at key positions and 
removing feeble lights at locations where no benefit is given but which 
eat up electricity. This renovation program will be carried on within 
the present budget. 


In order to overcome a serious drainage and snow problem, the 
section of Route 57 passing the Town Hall was reconstructed and 
improved this year. The primary object was to increase winter time 
safety and prevent premature road breakup due to ice and water 
flow under the surface as well as provide an area to place the banks 
of plowed snow without narrowing the travel way. 


At present the Highway Department is working on the rebuilding 
of North Lane for a distance of one mile. This road has been in poor 
condition for some years and the work is necessary and overdue. 
When this is completed, present plans call for the completion of the 
small stretch of Route 57 between the gorge and the school, this being 
the only old section left undone. 


This year one more small effort was made to keep current on 
upgrading and maintaining the Town Hall. Another section of light- 
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ing and wiring was replaced. A little done each year prevents a 
massive job at once, at a future time. 


The Selectmen acting in their capacity as the Board of Health 
investigated several complaints of drainage and pollution. We are 
complying with the statutes in that before a permit is issued for new 
construction the conditions for a satisfactory percolation test must be 
met. We are greatly indebted to Mr. Joseph LeClair, Jr. for his gen- 
erous donation of time and effort in serving as our inspector. 


The Board of Health felt compelled to act in the interests of the 
safety and welfare of the citizens as well as the health and safety of 
the people directly involved to force the vacating of three dwellings 
during the year. This action we believe has had beneficial results for 
all concerned. 


We hope that the citizens were pleased to receive the bulletin 
letter from the Selectmen containing the information of the requests 
to come before the town. We expect more of this type of communica- 
tion during the coming year. We are acutely aware of the financial 
strains on each of us and we pledge to do what we can to hold the 
line on expenses if doing so is commensurate with the health and 
safety of the people and in the best interests of the town. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to thank all officials, elected and 
appointed for their conscientious service and cooperation as well as 
all the unsung volunteers who have aided in the realization of many 
projects and events. We especially wish to thank and commend the 
Village Green Committee for their work as well as all those who aided 
in setting up the marker, poles and trees.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


Your Finance Committee was not unanimous in its conditional 
recommendation for a cruiser. However, the majority felt that, given 
the existing men, working harmoniously, this would be a fair and 
workable solution. There are extra expenses in liability insurance 
and an astronomical charge for collision insurance. (The collision 
insurance may not be carried.) Possibly our reluctance, conditional as 
it is, stems from the realization that this is the first step toward 
toward several cruisers and eventually a full-time police force. We 
hope this won’t be necessary for a good many years, and that the 
small part-time force will fill our law enforcement needs. 


The review of the school budget brought out the current fixed 
plus percentage increases that have continued to be handed out by the 
School Committee regardless of the National Average, Inflation, or 
the Local Economic condition. 


The Finance Board therefore recommends that only a 544% in- 
crease instead of the 744% increase be proposed. This, then matches 
the National Average. In addition, the Finance Board recommends 
that no increases be given next year unless the economy improves. 
This will avoid any major impact on the School Board’s committments 
and will show the town’s concern for the existing policy. We also 
recommend that the budget be broken into four (4) major categories 
for better control. This will then require a review with the town for 
any major money shifts. The School Board request printed in the 
warrant contains this recommendation.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


The calendar year of 1970 saw progress and improvements being 
made in a variety of ways but with added pressure on our major 
problems. 

Briefly, then, we consider the initial departmentalizing of grades 
6, 7 and 8 to have been a qualified success with the students being 
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offered a greater variety and, at the same time, a greater intensifica- 
tion of teaching skills and subject matter. 


Our new library showed flexibility and growth. With the im- 
provements planned for 1971-’72 it should contribute even more sub- 
stantially toward expanding the children’s educational horizons. 


The existing physical plant and equipment was maintained in 
proper condition and there was periodic replacement of worn-out 
material. 


A school committee’s responsibility lies not only with current 
involvements but with adequate planning for the future in terms of 
curriculum, personnel and physical space within the limits of practi- 
cal finance. Therefore, for the school year 1971-’72, your committee 
has initiated a temporary expedient as the most practical solution to 
our growing major problem. Also, we plan to place before the towns 
people, at the earliest opportunity, several long-range alternatives 
which appear open to us. 


For 1971-’72 the kindergarten class will be moved to the West 
Granville gym with special equipment installed to maintain order 
and quiet. Grades 1 and 2 will be in West Granville. There will be 
one double class from the middle grades. (As of now the present 
grade 3 is the largest.) These grades will occupy the old Village 
School. Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 will occupy the present addition of the 
Village School with grades 6, 7 and 8 departmentalized and a fourth 
teacher added for languages. 


With the temporary nature of this solution in mind, your com- 
mittee feels the following alternatives are open to the town: 


1. Grades 7 and 8 (Eventually perhaps grades 5, 6, 7 and 8) to 
Southwick on a tuition basis. Tuition for 1971-’72 would have been 
$700 per student. This course of action contains the probability but 
not the certainty that Southwick would continue to accept our stu- 
dents. 


2. Keep grades kindergarten through 8 in town and appoint a 
building and site selection committee so that architectual blueprints 
and a building site are in hand to be acted on when the necessity de- 
mands such action. 


3. Continue our high school students on a tuition basis with the 
same terms of continuity as outlined in #1 above. The tuition for 
1971-’72 will be $850. This course of action contains the probability 
but not the certainty that Southwick would continue to accept our 
students.

4, Pursue regionalization with Southwick on the high school 
level or on a middle school — high school level. 

As of this moment the Southwick School Committee, after meet- 
ing with the Granville School Committee and the Granville Regional 
Study Committee, has inserted an article in the Southwick warrant 
requesting the appointment of a Southwick Regional Study Com- 
mittee. 


In conclusion the Committee would like to thank all of the staff 
as well as the many members of the community and all of the children 
who have made the year successful and without whom nothing could 
be accomplished.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT'S SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my nineteenth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the Berkshire-Hampden Southwest School Union 
(Massachusetts School Supervisory Union #39), it being the sixty- 
eighth of such reports. 


The decade of the sixties saw many changes in the United States. 
An attempt was made at federal aid to education through categorical 
aid. Federal aid hinged largely on research with good intentions by 
identifying problems and establishing more committees to investigate. 


NDEA, a fifty percent reimbursable title, required mountains of 
paper work, red tape and approvals to qualify for specific projects. 
Other titles were outright grants for projects provided it could meet 
the demand of innovation, time, red tape, etc. 


Without doubt the aid has been beneficial and we have been 
fortunate to get as much as we have. However, many of these proj- 
ects have a time limit after which the towns must assume full cost 


for operating. 

A serious need is evident to help schools meet financial assistance 
for operation, equipment and construction with a realistic approach 
for qualifying. 

It would be a tremendous boost to the educational system if, 


during the seventies, federal aid was channeled to help all public 
schools in general rather than in the present categorical aid plan. 


INSTRUCTIONAL SPACE NEEDS 


The need for space is urgently needed if Granville is to provide 
an educational program to meet the standards of the seventies. 


A plan described in the School Committee Report will temporarily 
alleviate the problem. 


The future of the educational program needs to be evaluated 
with a long-range program, the basis of any recommendation. 


Predicting needs is difficult. Population trends, academic and 
related programs are changing. Concepts will dictate space needs. 
With our limited facilities we should be thinking in terms of what 
will meet the needs of the program to be offered.

POPULATION TRENDS 


Based on a “Kiplinger Washington Letter” a trend is developing 
which should cause some relief in school construction and school en- 
rollment during this decade. 


The present population in the United States is 206 million. In 
1980 it is estimated at 228 million and in 1985 at 241 million. The 
number of children in the five (5) to thirteen (13) age bracket is 
predicted to decrease from the present 37 million to 33 million. The 
age group from fourteen (14) to seventeen (17) will remain at 16 
million. 


Smaller families but more families will develop a baby boom in 
the late seventies. 


It is estimated that suburbs will grow more rapidly in the seven- 
ties than they did in the sixties. This causes a question of less chil- 
dren of school age but possibly more in the suburban schools. 


Estimating school needs is like listening to the weather report. 
The sun will shine if it doesn’t rain. It could be rain, it might be 
snow or even sleet. Predicting school enrollment trends is a similar 
type situation. 


NO SCHOOL 


It is the policy of the School Committee to order the no-school 
signal only in most severe weather conditions or when transportation 
is interrupted. At other times parents are expected to use their own 
good judgment in sending children to school. 


The signal for no school is broadcast over stations WTIC and 
WHYN. 


WORK PERMITS 


Educational certificates (work permits) are required of all per- 
sons fourteen (14) through eighteen (18) years of age who are em- 
ployed either full or part time. Those fourteen (14) and fifteen (15) 
must have a physical examination and must be accompanied by a 
parent or legal guardian when applying for the certificate. Those 
siteen (16) through eighteen (18) must appear in person. A birth 
certificate must be presented at the time of application. These may 
be obtained from Mrs. Nancy Wackerbarth of Granville or from the 
Superintendent of Schools in Southwick.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


This is my sixth annual report as principal of Granville Public 
Schools. I shall attempt to present some of the school projects which 
we have accomplished, or are currently attempting. Our school activi- 
ties, curricular and extra-curricular, aim toward making a program 
stimulating and varied, and providing the enthusiasm, motivation, and 
actual participation essential for real learning. 


Our school library, or in modern terms, our multi-media center, 
has become a reality. Multi-media? Yes, books, pictures, film strips, 
film loops, movie machines, tape recorders, record players, listening 
centers, and research facilities. These are available in one central 
place. Here, too, are story hours conducted. 


We are in our third year with Economy Press Phonics and read- 
ing program. This is used in conjunction with the basic reading series 
of the Macmillan Company. In most of the grades we also have the 
Scott-Foresman readers published in two different levels within a 
grade. This supplementary reading recognizes the different learning 
patterns among students and thus provides alternative approaches to 
further stimulate interest in reading. 


We have a new program for seventh and eighth grade this year. 
This is one period a day when the students have electives. To date 
these electives include journalism, speech, art, music, and armchair 
travel. We need leaders who would be interested in helping to broaden 
the experience of the pupils of these grades. We are seeking people 
in the community to share their hobbies with our groups. 


Through the efforts of the Student Council and the kitchen staff 
we have been enjoying once a month a Nationality Day during the 
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lunch hour. This includes the menu, the art work, and the music of 
an individual foreign country. We plan soon to publish the recipes 
used on these days so that the parents may try them at home. 


The Pollution Fair conducted last spring on the front lawn was 
excellent. Persons who failed to attend missed viewing a great deal 
of effective work done by interested and interesting pupils. Each 
student was at hand to explain or demonstrate his exhibit and to 
answer questions. 


Many upper grade students have been taking a look at actual 
skin, skulls, and organs. Several coons have been dissected at school, 
thus giving students a real opportunity to study the fat, muscle, 
heart, intestines, stomach, and lungs of an animal. Again, first-hand 
experience brings to life the words of the printed page. 


Which comes first, the chicken or the egg? The lower grades 
watched another side of life, the incubation of eggs into the reality of 
chickens. Some people in town have the results at home, another 
example of living teaching. 


Each recess or noontime we have running battles going on. Yes, 
it is the intramurals program for boys and girls in flag football, line 
soccer, jarts, horseshoes, basketball, tug-of-war, ping-pong, wrestling, 
volley ball, and many more will be added as the teams compete all 
year. 


Our first grade had its exchange with a first grade group in 
Westfield. Here in Granville the two groups visited a herd of Hol- 
steins and, too, saw a maple sugar operation. In Westfield there was 
a visit to the Atheneum, a firehouse, and the police station. 


The Student Council of the Village School gives pupils the chance 
to discuss and try out some of the democratic procedures. Problems 
and projects which they have tackled or launched or promoted include 
good cafeteria behavior, gym use, a Book Fair, Nationality Days, 
swim nights, and roller skating ventures. 


Many and varied are our school activities designed to develop 
in the students a curiosity of the world of wonder about them and 
to open up avenues for thought, for study, and for participation so 
that each child can wholeheartedly say, “It’s fun to learn new things!” 
This specific approach to life, at any age, is the sign of growth, the 
very essence of education. 


I wish to thank all those in the community who have helped our 
youth. I would like to thank our complete staff on maintenance, buses, 
kitchen, office and classrooms for their impression upon youth and 
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upon each other. A big thanks to Superintendent Roland C. Weeks, 
his office staff, Administrative Assistant, Kenneth Johnson, and aie 
Granville School Committee for their invested thoughts in the pro- 
gram of our students.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I hereby submit my annual report as School Nurse of the Gran- 
ville Public Schools. 

Beginning in September Dr. Delerzon came to do the physicals 
on all students in kindergarten, fourth and seventh grades. New 
and absentee students were also done at this time. There were a total 
of eighty-five examined with only two referrals. 

Mrs. Watts, the State Dental Hygienist, did the dental examina- 
tions in October. She was quite satisfied with results found in her 
examinations. 

The Mantoux Test, to detect Tuberculosis, was given this Fall 
by Miss Crowson from Amherst, Massachusetts. There were twenty- 
one children in the kindergarten and thirteen employees of the schools 
system tested. The response was 100% negative. 


Vision testing has been done throughout the school. Referral 
slips were sent home for further attention by their own physician. 


Heights, weights and cleanliness checks were also done this fall. 

I am currently doing the Pure Tone Testing which will be com- 
pleted in January. This test is done individually and those who have 
difficulties are referred for further attention. 

I would like to take the opportunity to thank Mr. Rockwell and 
all personnel for their help and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE CAFETERIA MANAGER 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


This is my eighth annual report as Cafeteria Manager of the 
Granville Public School Lunch Program. 


The year 1970 brought few changes for us. USDA commodities 
were again very limited making it a necessity to purchase at least 
75% of our protein requirement (meat, fish, cheese, etc.). We want 
to maintain our 25¢ per lunch price and this is becoming more difficult 
with the prices on food rising every year. We are one of the few 
schools now able to do this. Our lunch count has continued to be 
between 150-160 per day. 


We are continuing with our Nationality Days that coincide with 
the social studies classes in the upper grades. The menu for these 
days is prepared differently, but generally is just a new way of 
serving a food the children are already familiar with. Some days our 
younger grades need persuasion to try the meals but on the whole our 
visits to these countries by way of a meal have been successful. The 
last day of school in June was United States Day and was enthuiasti- 
cally received. Also in June, we had our Field Day and Chicken Bar- 
beque. 


Mrs. Eva Jensen, my assistant, and I wish to thank everyone who 
helped make our program successful.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Granville: 
Gentlemen: 

Spring work consisted of sand removal, sweeping and cleaning 
of ditches. 


CHAPTER 81 


All catch basin were cleaned and drop inlets. Dirt roads were 
graded. Fill drawn into roads that had to be fixed in order to receive 
our allotment from the state. 


Patched roads with bituminous concrete. Several large stones 
were taken out of roads, holes filled and patched. 


Sealed approximately five miles of highway. Cut back approxi- 
mately 4,000 dollars on sealing to be able to fix dirt roads that had 
to be made passable. 


Roadsides were mowed. General sign work and guard rail work 
was done.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of Granville:

The demands of Police time have continued to rise. Domestic 
complaints tripled in 1969 and have increased by another 50% this 
year. There is an average of more than one original call each and

every day, summer and winter. To each of these calls a response must 
be made to check them out. 


There can be no doubt as to the value of the radio system. Aside 
from the obvious use in immediate communication in cases of accident 
and illness, they have been a direct factor in reducing the number of 
hours and therefore the cost to the town. 


The most significant and serious increase in police activity has 
been in connection with breaks and stolen property. This type of 
offense more than doubled over last year. Over thirty of these breaks 
have occurred during day light hours, nine have been cars, many in 
the gorge area. Investigations of this type of crime take considerable 
time and often seem to produce little results and suddenly break open. 
It’s fair to say that much knowledge, however, aids greatly in pre- 
venting future occurrences. We work closely with Connecticut and 
Mass. State Police. 


Drug abuse was, is, and will continue to be of major concern in 
our town. While summer is a peak time of action, investigations con- 
tinue steadily. 


It should be pointed out that investigative activities take away 
time used in previous years for patrolling, hence the lower number 
of citations issued this year for vehicular violations. 


Much has been said concerning the request for a cruiser. In as 
much as the present practice has been to go out in pairs for safety 
and budget reasons, with one car the intent for the cruiser will be to 
replace not three cars but one on the road at any given time except 
in emergencies. This request is in no way a first step to start a per- 
manent police department. A full time police department would entail 


at least $15,000.00 a year for salaries alone because they would then 
be under civil service. This is exhorbitant and actually unnecessary 
for Granville. Nor is the prospect of a resident state policeman an 
answer, as two thirds the salary of a man assigned to the town in a 
neighboring state is paid by the town. This we could not carry. 


We wish to express our thanks to the Volunteer Fire Department 
for their assistance at various times. We also thank the Townspeople 
for their cooperation and understanding of our problems throughout 
the year and pledge our continued efforts to provide safety and secur- 


ity for all our citizens.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


As with past years, several informal and formal meetings were 
held to consider requests of individuals for interpretation of the 
Town’s Zoning and Subdivision By-Laws as they relate to the plan- 
ning of the Town for the future. Time and again we see examples of 
confusion existing as to what, specifically, is the function of this 
elected body. 


The mission of the Planning Board of the Town of Granville is 
to uphold the Zoning and the Subdivision By-Laws, to plan for the 
maintenance of the health, safety and general welfare of the Town, 
to protect the Townspeople through long-range planning from the 
dangers of fires and crime, the ugliness of congestion, the contamina- 
tion or despoilation of our natural resources and to protect the values 
of our land and properties. 
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The Board’s duties include maintaining an awareness of what’s 
occurring both inside and outside of the Town which might endanger 
the Town or its people and to bring to the attention of the Town any 
occurrences or trends which may now or in the future adversely affect 
Granville. 


From continuous research, analysis and observation, it is the 
opinion of the Board that the greatest single danger to our Town is 
a rapid, uncontrolled or unplanned growth in population. Studies of 
other small town, which have been affected by the same pressures 
reveal certain common results: increased prosperity and financial gain 
for a few with a rapidly increasing tax burden to be borne by all. 
The tax “squeeze” often hits the owners of agricultural land the hard- 
est. The sale of large tracts to developers for attractive prices pre- 
cipitates burdens on existing school, police, fire protection, and road 
maintenance facilities, but the new houses don’t of themselves gen- 
erate the tax dollars necessary to restore adequate facilities. The 
result is an increased tax requirement to be shouldered by the Town. 
The increase in tax rates gives momentum to the vicious cycle, and 
forces the sale of more tracts. In many small towns those who profit 
most from large-scale sub-development — the owners of the land, 
developers, contractors, real estate agents, tradesmen, etc., either 
move out of town upon sale or come in from out-of-town and leave 
with their gains once their work is done with the result that the 
“prosperity” is taken with them and the financial burdens are left 
with us who remain. 


Your Board wants to fulfill the responsibilities tasked to it by 
the Town and described above in the remarks about our mission. We 
all want to preserve our Agricultural/Residential District and the 
economic and social environment which will enable our own children 
to afford to establish their homes in Granville. At the same time, we 
want to maintain the best possible school system and municipal facili- 
ties. With planning and controlled growth, this is being achieved. 


Many long-range studies and projects are being undertaken or 
considered by the Planning Board and help is being solicited from 
citizens by way of an appeal from time to time to serve on special 
committees of the Planning Board to aid in the gathering of statistical 
information or to research such projects as land uses for recreation, 
future school needs, business, etc. 


While there are many actions the Planning Board feels are im- 
portant ones to be taken by the Town as steps to help control popula- 
tion increase and prevent unnecessary and heavy increases in Town 
expenses, there is basically one main issue which the Board feels is 
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most urgent and yet can have the most far-reaching “preventative” 
effect: Discontinuance of Unused or Seldom-Used Town Ways. The 
problem, generally explained, is that a developer can build literally 
hundreds of new houses — all conforming to the Zoning By-Laws — 
along existing Town ways and no consideration need be given to the 
Sub-division By-Laws. The Town (taxpayers) must then bear the 
expense of improving the road, sidewalks, drainage, etc., in con- 
formity with the laws. The Planning Board has recommended to the 
Selectmen that they place an article, or articles, on the Warrant for 
the Town Meeting to see if the Town will discontinue certain Town 
ways or portions of the ways. Much time and thought has been de- 
voted to this subject by all Town officials in consultation with citizens 
representing various interests. It is hoped that all voters will give 
deep and serious consideration to this subject also for the best inter- 
ests of the Town, its present and future citizens.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


There is a saying that, “Man cannot step into the same stream 
twice”, which is another way of stating that things and times change.

If Granville 
is to remain consistent with its reputation as an agricultural-resi- 
dential area, it is felt that a prime consideration should be the 
strengthening of its By-Laws and a firm position on its Zoning Laws. 


In 1980 when the record is reviewed, may the Town of Granville 
take pride in its growth and be able to reflect upon the past with a 
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sense of accomplishment.

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REPORT OF THE 
WESTFIELD RIVER WATERSHED ASSOCIATION, INC. 


The Westfield River Watershed Association submits herewith a 
brief summary of projects in natural resource conservation in which 
it has been actively engaged — in some instances, over a period of 
years. 


With favorable action in late 1970 by the U. S. Congress, the 
multiple-use flood control project for the west branch of the river has 
reached “active” status. The association has been the local coordin- 
ating agency during the more than ten years of preliminary planning. 
Providing for floor protection to communities located along it, water- 
related recreational facilities and opportunities, a much-improved fish 
and wildlife enviroment and some degree of stream flow regulation, it 
promises to be an environmental asset to the Westfield Valley com- 
munity. 


During the past year the association began accumulating infor- 
mation on proposals being’ advanced by public and private agencies 
relative to the disposal of solid wastes — which are creating more 
and more problems. So-called “sanitary land fills” too often are that 
in name only. With accumulations of from five to six pounds per per- 
son per day better methods of disposal must be found if we are to 
maintain a natural environment worthy of the name. 


A series of meetings has been initiated to review the provisions of 
newly effective forest land taxation laws of the Commonwealth and to 
promote better forest management. With more than 80% of the val- 
ley’s land area in some stage of tree growth, adoption of modern 
forest management practices on both publicly and privately owned 
land must rate a high priority in the field of natural resource con- 
servation. 


We have been able to maintain close liaison with public agencies 
concerned with the management of our natural resources. This in- 
cludes frequent contacts with the Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control for up-to-date reports on schedules for installation 
of pollution abatement facilities by municipalities and industries and 
adherence to them. 


This association, its officers and members take this opportunity 
to express appreciation for the support given it in the past by your 
town,
